The authois were 
Dora Read Goodale and Elaine Goodale, the 
daughters of a gentleman farmer in the 
Berkshire Hills. At the time ‘‘Apple Blos- 
soms’ was published the sisters were Ewelye 
and, fourteen years of age respectively, 
though they had both been writing since 
they were nine.

Glycerin was uscd os the start- 
ing-point in the treatment with various 
reagents, a colorless syrup was obtained, 
which unlike saccharine appears to be a 
genuine sugar, acting in every res 
ordinary natural sugar except in being in- 
capable of rotating a beam of polarized 
light. .The discoveries expoct soon to give 
even the lacking optical activity to the new 
product, which is provisionally named 
acrose. 

By comparing modern skulls with those 
of the same race in an old monastery in the 
Kedron Valley, Dr, Dight, of the American 
College of Beirut, Syria, has shown that thir- 
teen centuries have added two inches to tho 
circumference and three and a half cuble 
inches to the oapacity of the Cxucasian skull, 
The brain has developed in the parts prosid- 
ing over the moral and inteltoowaa funo- 
tions, growing highorand longer, without 
increase of the lower portions, which give 
breadth to the head and in which the selfish 
propensities are centred. 

Narrow-chested recruits of the Prussian 
army are to be measured monthly, and thoas 
whose chests are not widened by ~ drill are 
to be discharged as predisposed to consump- 
tion. All are to be considered narrow-chest- 
ed whose chests dre less in circumference 
than half the length of their bodies. 

A unique collection of specimens of the 
éarlicst printed maps has been mado by 
Baron Nordenskjold.

‘*Bats,” states Dr, Andrew Wilson, ‘‘are 
usually known to be either insect-eaters, 
like our common species, or fruit-eaters, 
like the fox-bats of India and elsewhere. 
The vampires of South America exhibit an 
unustial appetite for blood, as we know; 
but hitherto no one has suspected bats of 
fish-loving proclivities. A South American 
species, however, has been found to be a 
fish-eater. The fact only serves as an ad- 
ditional lesson in the modification of animal 
habits. When one remembers that at least 
one species of parrot has develo; a flesh- 
eating habit, the fact of a bat taking kindl 
to afish-dinner is by no means to be regard- 
ed as of extraordinary kind. Some experi- 
menta of John Hunter may also be appealed 
to by way of showing that changes in food- 
habits may readily enough be produced arti- 
ficially by man. 

The fauna of well-water, as shown b 
Prof. Vejdovsky’s examination of 231 wel 
of Prague, comprises 111 species of can 
isms, including 20 varieties of amoeba-like 
organisms, 12 varicties of flagellate infusoria 
45 varieties of other infusoris, 24 varieties 
of worms, and 10 varieties of  crustacea. 
These varicties are washed by surface water 
into the wells, where they.live in the mud 
on the bottom, their presence in the water 
above being indicated by a turbid appear- 
ance. Danger from wells containing them 
arises chiefly from putrefying organic matter 
supporting them, . heady Ora favors the | 
development of fungi which: prey upon the 
human body. 

Dr. Von Duhring has reported a case in ' 
which tubereuloses was transmitted by the 
ear-rings of a girl who died of consumption 
to another girl. Shortly after the second | 
girl commenced to wear the ear-rings, an 
ulcer containing tubercle bacilli formed, on 
her left ear, and she subsequéntly developed 
pulmonary consumption. 

In observations on 82 male and 28 female 
convicts, Dr. Gradenigo, of Turin, has found 
them more liable to ear diseases than law- 
abiding citizens; but has detected no oon- 
stant relation between the obtusencas of 
touch, taste and smell, so common in con- 
victs, and the sharpness of vision credited | 
them.

Food, clothing and money la needed by the 
inbabitante ot the atridken clty, They need 
sheltor also. The citizona of Picrabuce and 
Allegtiouy Have started a relief fund, which is 
growing rapidly, but the sum needed is more 
than any ono community can give. Food has 
beon forwarded {rbin the cities and towns along 
the lines of the road. 

Jobuatown ia acity of 40,000 inhabitants in 
Cambria County, Pa., at the function of 
Btony Croek rer 3 Conemaugh River, on the 
Penndylvania Oanal anil Railroad, 78 miles east 
of Pittsburg. Ib is in a sort of hollow betwoen 
the two streams, upou which look down the 
heights of the Alloghanies. The city had a 
lively trade, extensive iron works and manu- 
factories, several bauks, one daily and four 
weekly uawspapers. 

The reservoyw at South Fork. which buret is 
described as an immense body of water, form- 
orly used as water supply for the old Pennsyl- 
varia anal. Tt has been owned for several 
years by o number of Pittsburg gentlemen, 
who Used it as a fiehlog ground. 

On the Baltimore t Obio Railroad there 
was mach damage also, but there was no such 
torrent to devastate as that which swept down 
from the South Fork reservoir with a rapidity 
inoredible and # destruction unparalleled in 
the annala of American history. 

The actual loss of life caunot possibly be 
ascertained within less then a week or ten 


days.

Thieves of the vilest sort, those who steal from 
the dead aud the unfortunate, have been 
busily at work robbing the trunks, boxes, 
articles of furniture; and there 1s nothing 
worth taking left except lumber.

A MATTER OF CONJECTURE. 


Impossible to Estimate the Namber of 
Lives Lost. 


Prrrspuna, Juno 1,—It is stated at the 
office of the Pennsylvania Railroad at an early 
hour this morning that the deaths would run 
into the thousands rither than the hundreds, 
as wns at first:supposed. From private ‘dis: 
patches received itis said that the stream of 
unfan beings that was swept before the angry 
flodds waa something most pitiful to behold, 


frantioally,shrieking for belp, but their cries 
avajled them nothing. Resoue was impossible. 
Husbands were awept past their wives, and 
children were borne rapidlg along, going at a 
terribla apeéd to certain death before the eyes 
of their terrorized and frantic parents. 

Tt was saitlat the depot that it was impossi- 
ble to-estimate the number whose lives were 
losbin the flood. It will simply be » matter of 
conjecture fon several days as to who were 
lost.or who escaped. The torrent of surging 
waters from the flooded rivers is rapidly mak- 
ing its way toward this city, and it is predict- 
ed that by noon to-morrow there will be 
thicty feet of water at the wharves. The 
river méb bad all heard of the heavy washouts 
and late last night numbers of them were 
about the wharves discussing the matter and 
the probable extent of the rise of ths waters 
at this point. Noserious damage is appre- 
hended, as id iv not believed that the flood is 
atrong snough to go over the incline to the 
streets, Thereis, however, considerable appre- 
hension felt among the people who hive 
further up the river, and all poasible precau- 
tions are being taken aguinsb a recurrence of 
the fatal washout at Johnstown. 

Measures for relief were pemophyccakee by 
thoughtful men. The mayors of th Pitts- 
burg and Allegheny issued qalls for masa meot- 
ings, which were respondad,to by thronga of 
Pittsburg’s wealthiest men. At 1 p.m. $60,- 
000 was'in hand, and at 5 the sum was awelled 
to $100,000. The Ainericus R»publican Club 
inet, and a committee to take charge of ajd for 
the sufferers was elected.

The Munchener Medicinache Wochenschrift,

sheets and in a féw minutes small creeke were 
converted into torrents. The storm cloud 
passed away northwesterly, leaving behind it 
atrack of desolation about ten miles wide 


Port Hope on the westand Grafton on the 
east do notappearto have been included in 
the path of the storm, 

Tho worat hayoo imaginable waa created in 
the valley of che Baltimore Oroek, which supplies 
the chief water power in the riding. An hour 
after the storm had passed one mill-dam after 
another broke away and the side awept down to 
the Iake with irresistible fury. Assit neared 
Cobourg it swept away every yard «f the dam 
at Fea mV), brarbed acite the dam at the 
matting (nctory, washed out the Grand Trunk 
Railway embankment north of the woollen 
factory pond and broke two or three large 
an through the great dam at the woolen 
mill. 

Houses were inundated and gardens de- 
atroyed. As the flood swept on to ithe Jake in 
the yusiness partof the town nearly all the 
cellars in King-atreet wero filled and in » 
dozen instances the water roso five or six 
inches above tha shop floors. The loss in 
damaged goods which these merchants have 
suffered amounts to thousands of dollars. 

There are only two or three bridges left 
standing in the municipality and the 
town is practically cut off from the 
Outside world. Two or three families were 
resoued from the upper stories of their houses 
in boats, It will cost the Grand Trunk Railway 
Company 850,000 to repair the breach in their 
embankment, Many farmers are heavy lose 
as largo fields of promising grain were carri 
away. Tho lake shore is etrown with debria, 

The total cost to this riding cannot be abort 
of $500,000. 


NEW YORK SUFFERS. 


Destructive Floeds in the Western Part of 
the Empire State, 


Borravo, June 2.—Despatches from many 
towns in the western part of this state give 
particulars of great destruction of property 
and the loss of a number of lives by the floods 
caused by the heavy rains of Friday aod 
Baturday. 

The greatest confusion prevails in Belmont, 
The Geneseo River is fully 15 feet above low 
water mark, andallthe streams tribu are 
overflowing their banks, A number of bridges 
have been swept away, and two men have 
lost their lives, perishing in the angry waters, 

he heavy rain of Friday and Saturday swelled 
the Geneseo and its numerous tributaries to 
great volume. 

In Friendship and vicinity greft damage 
was-done to bridges, fences, plowed lands and 
young crops. 

In Andover adoren bridges have been swept 
away, nearly every street in the village is over- 
flowed, the railway track is covered with 15 
_ of earth and trains cannot run for several 

ays. 

At Hornelleville the destruction of property 
is very great, Tho railroads will suffer, par- 
ticularly the Eric, whose property in the 
vicinity of the shops and ooal trestle is com- 

letely snbmerged, work being totally aban- 

loned, Many washouts are reported on the 
different diyisions of the Brie, traffic being 
practically suspended. Nota train arrived or 
departed from Hornellaville yeaterday. 
ansville reports the worst flood aes 1857, 
The loss will amount to hundreds of thousands 
of dollars. 

Elmira is half under water, having the 

atest flood knownin its history. Many 
amilies are without food and oan find no re- 
lief. Boats bave been called into service and 
exorbitant prices are being charged to fe 
the people through the streets. A hasty esti- 
mate puts the entire damage to houses, fur- 
niture, stores, merchandise, streeta and public 
and private grounds at not leas tnan $150,000. 
Immense damage has also been dove in Big 
Flats, Corning and other places in the Che- 
mung Valley. 
swept away by the score, bridges demolished, 
thousands of acres of growing crops annihilas- 
ed, while business has been suspended. The 
only other flood that approaches this in mag- 
nitude was that of March 17, 1865, when 
ice gorges on the Chemung and Newtown 
Oreek blocked the waters until dams were 
cartied sway and a serious floud resulted. 

All the railroad lines running into Buffalo 
are greatly embarrassed by the floods, the 
Erie being the greatest sufferer. With the 
telegraph companies the situation was nae 
much Bevter thao with the railroads, 
Western Union laat night had no communica- 
tion whatever with.Weatern Pennsylvania. 
Six wires were being worked for New York 
business with business four hours bebind. The 
Postal, as its representative stated, was ‘*y 
much in the squp.” Communication wit 
New York was had only by way of Montreal 
and none with Western Pennsylvania, Mes- 
sages {or the Easb filed yesterday morning 
could not be put on the wire until last night.

A TRAVESTY UF JUSTICE. 


‘The decision of the Police Magistrate in 
the “McDonald fiakery case, as reported 
elsewhere, is one of the most extraordinary 
that has been given in Bellevillo for a length 
of time, The facts are these: Thomas | 


McDonald, a fisherman and & man whose | 
reputation is notorious, was recently charged 
by the Chief of Police, at the instance of 
the Forest and Stream Club, with infring- 
ing the Fishery Act by setting his nets across 
the channel’of Mud Creek. He admitted } 
the offence, pleaded ignorance, and paid 
‘costs, as the Club did not press the mattor, 
to théamiount of $10. Thecharge of net- 
ting pickerel out of season, at a subsequent 
date, was then, in like manner, preferred 
against McDonald. The Club's inspector 
worked up the'case, and was largely assisted 
by the guilty parties and their confederates 
boasting how nicely they had befooled 
Overseer Wilkins, who visited the seining 


no fishing was being done, and that 
but two barrels of bull-hoads had 
been shipped from Shannonville station 
after April 15th. Two witnesses were sub- 
pended, but treated the summonses with 
contempt and, warrants being issued for 
them, they absconded at, it was alleged, 
the instance of Macdonald. An adjourn- 
mont was granted and two more witnesses 
were summoned, but these men also wore 
got at and ono of them disappeared.

Those fish wero sent to one Hor- 
ton, # fish dealer at Kingston, who, it is to 
bo noted, expressed himself very strongly 
againat tho abolition of fishing with seines 
in spring in the Bay. Another witness, 
named Robert Emaloy, flatly contradicted 
Baker, but his testimony was given in such

How the Cavadian Farmer Lost a Market 
for His Crop—A Little Advio:s Which 
Must be Hooded. 

Bulletin, 


(Buffalo Official Commercial 
May 31st.) 

A well-known and extensive dealer in 
Canada barley, located in Torobto, writes 
as follows to the Mail of that city ; 

‘THe state of the Canadian barloy trade 
has for some months past been a ma‘(ur of 
groat concern 40 grain dea’ers and faim irs 
in Ontario. Until last year Cansda barley 
was greatly preforred by American imalt- 
sters, and it always found a ready rale at 
higher prices than was paid for American 
barley; but this past season the New 
York state barley was so exceptionally fine 
uhat it was used very extensively, and io 


‘some cases in prefererice to Canadian bar- 


ley. Inthe early part of the seasin the 
Canadian farmers were not satisficd to 
take a fair price for their barley, and held 
for higher prices, which the brewers would 
not pay so they left the Canadian barley 
alone, and the farmers now have consider 
able barley on hand, which they find hard 
tosell. This fact is known to the brewers 
in New York state, and they are informiog 
their correspondents in this city thet Canada 
barley will be heavily handicapped from the 
start this year, for the reason that buyers 
will fear that they are getting old barley 
mixed with new. They further advise that 
they will require none of that kind of bar- 
Jey, and it is the general opinion that un- 
less the stocks now in store are disposed of 
very shortly they will bring a very low price 
indeed in September. 

** This feature must be looked into at 
once, not only because of the loss on the 
stock itself if carried over, but for the reason 
that only by getting out what is now in 
stock will the market for the now crop be 
saved. And Canadian grain dealers and 
farmera will require to start the season free 


from any suspicion whatever of holding old 


barley. They will have all they ean con- 
tend with without carrying.a burden of this 
sort, They will have to face the bad results 
arising from’the too high prices at which 
the season opened last year. The inclination 
of brewers is to use the cheaper western 
barley instead of the superior but higher- 
priced Canadian article, and in the face of 
a very large American crop,” 

[Here follows along extract from a brew 
erin New York, to the effect that the acre- 
agé of barley planted greatly exceeds that 
of last year in this country, that the crop 
will be enormous, that lower prices are in- 
evitable, etc., all of which is without a shad- 
ow of proof, and in oue opinion detracts 
from an otherwise sensible article. } 

‘The Canadian barley trade has reached 
a crisis, and immediate action must be ta 
ken to avert misfortune. It behooves To- 


ronto’ grain. men, to take the matter up,’ 


They undoubtedly receive the hearty sup 
port of their brethren in other cities and 
towns of the province and of the farmers. 
the barley now id stére must be disposed 
of to save the market for next year. It 
will be better to sell it for what it will 
bring than to carry it over. Prices are low 
enough now, bat much less will have to be 
taken and our elevators cleaned before the 
new crop ig ready. Itis a serious matteron 
the other side, for if a Canadian dealer 
is caught mixing old barley with new he is 
liable for heavy damages, 4s well as luwor- 
ing his reputation. 

“lt is the only way to preserve the mar- 
ket, and holders of barley must look the 
matter square in the face. Farmers who 
are now holding for higher prices will real- 
ize their mistake if they still refuse to sell; 
and will find it better to get clear of old 
stock, 6ven at a loss. The shippers are go- 
ing to watch next season, and anyuve 
caught mixing will find it a dearoxperience,” 

[We have reason to beliove that the acre- 
age of barley in the Bay of Quinte district 
is smaller than it has been for many years, 
The condition of the crop is, however, high- 
ly promising.

A MODEL DIOCESE. 


fo on Arca ofa Million Square Miles There 
is Not hn Policeman or a Saloon 
Monrreau, June 5 —The Bishop of Moo 
soneo arrived at the Windsor last night on 
his way from England to York Factory and 


Churchill, which are situated on Hudson 
Bay in the extrame north of hia dinotae, 
His route will be through Lake Win 
nipeg, down the Hayos Kiver, and 
thoiico 200 miles along the Hudson's 
Bay to Churchill, He oxpects to bo 


ab hia destination about. the middle of 
August. His Lordship, in conversation 
with a reportor last evening, gave some 
interesting facta in connection with his 
diocese, which fs the largest and probably 
tho least known in the whole world. Ib | 
comprises an aro, of over 1,000,000 square 
miles and has a population of about 10,000, 
of whom about 50 only are Europeans. Tho 
remainder are Crees, Ojibbeways, Chipwyans 
and Eskimos. Thus five Innguages are 
npokcen in the diocese, and in each of those 
the Church of England service Is held 
wholly or ia part every Sunday, and books 
aro published in all of them. Of the Crees 
all are baptized into the Christian faith, and 
80 are the Chipwyans andthe greater part 
of the Ojibbeways, and many of the Eski- 
mos, but the larger portion of thom are yet 
untouched, as it has been hithorto impossi- 
ble to pas the wilds in which they 
live. Young Eskimos are now being train: 
ed, who will bye and bye visit those yet un- 
touched, At Moose Factory, the bishop's 
hoadquartors, there is a congregation of 400 
Crees and anotker of 200, mostly half-casto, 
who speak the English language quite flu- 
ently, and are well ediented. The fifty 
Europeans referred to aro in the employ 
of the Hudson Bay Company, and aro 
scattered over tho various posts in the 
vast country. They are mostly High- 
landers and men from the Orkney is- 
lands whence the company used to draw 
most of the employes, but nowadays the 
half-b¥eeds aré ko well educated that they 
aro being employod instead of sending to 
Scotland for men. Nearly all the mission- 
ary..work in connection with the Church 
of Englandy and the Bishop feels highly sat 
ished with the progress of Christianity dur- 
ing the thirty-eight years he has boon labor- 
ing there: Ho hus been bishop of the dio- 
‘ for sixteén years, and is the first bishop 
oi Mocscneo, and relates with pride that in 
‘alfthat vast region thereis not a policeman, 
a soldior, a prison, nor a grog shop, In such 
an immense diocese it is difficult to visit 
the outlying stations, and this is only tho 
second visit His Lordship has made to 
Churchill, the first being eight years ago, 
He will g partly by steamer and partly by 
boat, and may probably get to Moose Fue- 
tory from York Factory by schooner, or 
failing that way, cross to England by the 
company’s annual ship as being the easiest 
means of reaching his headquarters, though 
it is only 1000 miles from Churchill, The 
English language is making rapid progress 
in the dioceso but not a word of French is 
spoken. There is to be some French half- 
breeds btu they have all disuppeared now, 


THE SUQBURY MINES. 


Operations of the Canadian Copper Com- 
pany—Proposed Kallway Extension, 

Supsury, Juno 4.—The smelting works 
of the Canadian Copper Company, _ which 
have been working without interruption 
since last December, are treating about 
125 tons of ore daily, A second 
blast furnace of the Herreshoff patent’ is 
now being set up and will bein running 
order about Aug. 1, The company has 
just effected an arrangement with the Domin- 
ion Goyernment whereby auch mining and 
smelting machinery os is not manufactured 
in Canada” may be admitted frac 
of duty “and three ¢arloada of ma- 
chinery have arrived here _ to-day 
under this arrangement. Other orders 
which will be filledi a short time will en- 
able thé company to erect eizht furnaces 
with a smelting capacity of 1000 tons of ore 
daily. The duty on coke has hitherto 
checked smelting enterprise here, but it is 
understood that the Government has agreed 
to place all coke required’ for smelting pur- 
poses on the free list by order-in-council. 

It is also understood that propbsals have 
been midé to the Dominion and Ontario 
Goveriiments for the extension of the Central 
Ontario Railway from Coe Hill to Sudbury 
on the condition ofa grant of $3200 per 
milefrom each.Government, and that ae 
satisfactory understanding is arrived at 
the work of construction will bdgin 
at once, The principal stockholdets 
of the Central Ontario Co, are also stdck- 
holders in the Canddian ‘Copper Company 
and they represent that at the present time 
they cancommand any reasonable amount 
of capital for their enterprises,

A Former Hamilton Woman Shockingly 
Used by Three RuMans 

Panis, Ont., June 5.—Thore was convey- 
ed to the County Hospital enter aye r 
woman named Mary Foley, suffering trom 
injuries sustained under most inhuman and 
revolting circumstances. The woman, who 
is 60 yoars of ago, is addicted to wand 
aout from one town to another in this dis- 
trict. She is good natured and industrious 
and manages to make a living, notwith- 
standing her instability and a weakness she 
occasionally gives way tofor drink. Tak- 
ing advantage’ of this failing, three men 
induced the unfortunate creature to accom- 
pany them to a house on a vacant farm, 
about a mile out of town, where they sub- 
jected her to the grossest maltreatment, 
the upshot of which was that their victim's 
leg was broken. In this condition the raf- 
finns left hor to her fate and made their way 
back to town, where it is said they boast- 
od of their exploit. Mrs. Foley succeeded 
in dragging herself to the house of Mr. M. 
Cavan, a farmer halfa mile distant, a pro- 
ceeding which must have entailed intense 
suffering and exhaustion. Shoe was in a 
most pitiable condition from pain and weak- 
ness when discovered. The family kindly 
cared for the luckles’ woman, whose frac- 
tured limb was set by Dr. Dunton, Soon 
afterwards, on order of the Reeve, Messrs, 
A. Husson, M. Cavan and P, Garson pro- 
cured a conveyance and drove her to the 
hospital. An effort will be made by the 
police to discover her assailants and have 
them answer for the outrage. Mrs. Foley 
lived around Hamilton about five years ago 
aed was known for her wandering propensi- 
ties. 


A Mother by Adoption. 

Hamiiron, May 5.—A charge of assault 
brought by Elizabeth Lefover inst Mrs. 
Sarah Middleton occupied an hour anda 
half of the Police Magistrate's time yester- 
day morning Mrs. Middleton is an elderly 
woman, who up to a month ago kept a store 
in James-street near Cannon, under the 


husband. The complainunt, who is gener- 
ally known as Lizzie Hartly, was adopted 
by the present Mrs. Middleton when she 
was about two years .old, which is 
between 14 and 17 years ago. A short 
time ago Constable Hawkins got word of 
alleged cruelty to the ‘girl, who afterwards 
told her story to the Chief of Police. An 
interéss was taken in the girl, who, 
besides having no mother, knows nothing of 
her father, be paying disappeared about tho 
time her mother died. Constable Hawkins 
‘got her a situation and she left the home of 
her adopted mother and afterwards laid a 
charge of assault against her. Mrs. Middle- 
ton admitted that while angry she had 
thrown “a plug of tobaoco atthe girl and 
blackened her eye, and of having cut part 
of her hair off to bumiliate her.

“Cloudswere observed collecting in the 
southwest; they rapidly increasd'in’ size 
and darisiess, and advanced toward the 
nortlicdsf, from which quarter a gentle 
breeze was blowing, The storm burst 
with terrifio-fary.* The harbor of St. 
Thonins is a large basin, the entrance to 
which is a comparatively narrow pas- 
sage betiyeeh two headlands, The har- 
bor was at the time filled with shipping, 
including several steamers and large ves- 
sels. One of thesteamers was at tho time 
takingon passengers; the captain gave 
orders that this should’be stopped, and 
steamed out of the harbor in the hopo of 
weathering the gale. The steamer has 
not since been heard of, but fragments 
of it have been picked up at sea, and 
there is no doubt,that she perished with 
all on board. The storm was accompa- 
nied by intense darkness, greater than 
that of ordinary midnight without nioos 
or stars. The wind’s velocity was esti- 
matei.to reach-no less than two hundred 
miles an hour, and the destruction it 
eaused wis terrible. 

“After blowing for a couple of hours 
from tho southwest it hauled about and 
blew with equal violonce from the north- 
east. All tho shipping in the harborwas 
destroyed, and several vessels were lifted 
out of the water and carried inland. 
One large merchant ship was taken up 
bodily and planted in the midst of a 
warchouse near the Tho houses 
of the town were unroofed and in most 
cases ¢ iilated. Upwards of four 
hundred lives were reported lost, and 
the harbor was full of corpses, which 
were dev-rred by the sharks.

Te Mot in the Midet of Regal Splendor, 
Poverty! poverty! poverty! I find 

written all over Indian, saya Frank J 


Carpenter in the Cleveland Leader. Its 
characters shine out in the shrunken 
legs and fiat stomachia of the people. 
Tho blazing sun paluts the word on the 
huts of every village, and the squalid 
want, which fills every part of the cities 
I have beon, is so plain that he who 
rans may read. The condition of the 
East Indian people is far worse than 
that of the Chinese. The Coreans are 
fat nnd the Japanese wealthy in com- 
parison with the people around me. 
The Malays, the: Siamese, and the Bur- 
mese have plenty to eat and leleure for 
loafing. These people work from morn 
until night and go to bed hungry. They 
are not more than half clothed. The 
masses wear two strips of thin cotton 
cloth, and of the 250,000,000 of people 
in India four out of five go barefooted. 
Just below here about the city of Patna 
is the great opium producing district of 
India, and I,am told by one of the lead- 
ing opium officers of the government 
that the people of this region juvariably 
feed their. children small; quantities of

‘opium daily, in order that they may by 
this means ward’off the cold and reduce 
their wppetites, * 


Hin ing of the town population of 
India, only one man tin twenty lives ina 
town of over 20,000 inhabitants. The 
‘Other ninéteen persons live in villages, 
and these little collections of mud huts 
are acatteréd all over the country.. No 
one lives on the land he cultivates, and 
‘the farms are without fences, and are in 
large tracts divided up into little flelds, 
the extent of which can be seen by the 
low, irrigating walls and by the differ- 
ence in the colors of the crops. These 
villages are built entirely of mud. The 
huts are from 6 to 15 feet square. Their 
roofs are thatched with straw or with 
thin brick tiles and there are no chim- 
neys. Sometimes thereis a mud wall 
around the hut, and this wall and the 
sides ofithe hut are now covered with 
round cakes of cow manure, each the

Toronto, Juno 7,—The tobacco jobbers 
of the city are up inarms against the Inland 
Revenue Departinent not so much because of 
the seizures made three weeks ago of tobac 
co seized for not being sold in its original 
pos kages as required by the law, 
rut more general

and Queca-streeta, ‘The tobacco is shipped 
from the factories in large caddics bearing 
the Inland Revenue stamp and for ten years 
the jobbers have been selling pas of cad- 
tlios in two, three and four pound amounte 
made up by themselves, Since three weeks 
ago the departmont has lessened its severity 
by announcing that they did not pro- 
pose to do anything to those who sold 
parts of a package, but if broken parts 
were found these would be seized, And so 
came about yesterday's reid, The jobbers 
claim that they can sell either by plug or 
caddy and feel highly indignaut over the 
actions of eight men who made tho seizures 
yesterday. In Michio’s, 7 King-atreet, 
68 pounds were confiscated, andin A. Wil- 
son's, 62 King-stroet oast, they took 5 
pounds in plugs which had been thrown 
therein after the weighing out of tobacoo in 
pound quantities, 

Tho bakers’ strike has pretty thoroughly 
collapsed, all the places having been filled 
by non-union men,

This is a work in which all can unite, it is 
road eiough for ull tocomein, The work 
is two fold, it deals with the intellectual 
work-Of our young men, and the world that 
is in darkness, the work of saving those 
Who are Spiritually blind, Therois no field 
in whicltthe church w.ik is more hoppful 
than-itvis in connection with this field of 
educational work. Woe havo in this province 
two colleges, namely, Albert and Cobourg, 
and as ‘an instance what has beer. dono at 
these institutions he stated that more than 
one half of the members of the Conference 
wero’educated at theso colleges, Out of 
these institutions have gono all the grand 
est workers of Chistianity.

SEATTLE IN FLAMES, 


A LOSS OF 6,000,000 ALREADY 


SUSTAINED. 


The Remainder ofthe City in Dauger—Pire- 
men Helpless—A Hinze at himecoe Which 
Grow out of a Fire Engine Fight, 


Ourcaao, June 6.—A’ despatch received 
here this evening says Seattle, W.'T., 1s 
burning. A lons of 85,000,000 is roported 
and the remainder of the city is in danger. 


Later 

Seatriz, W. T., Jone 6.—Firoe broke out 
at2p.m. to-day in the Pontiac building on 
Front-street and by 4.30 was ragiag over a 
district of five or ke blocks with tremon- 
dous fury. Tho wind was from the north 
and the direction of the fire was along 
the water in Front-street and from 
the water front to the big - brick 
block between Columbia and San Francis- 
co-streota, The indications were that tho 
whole business portion of the city would be 
swopt away, involving o less of 
millions, The magnificent San Francisco 
store and the other stores in the row were 
on fire and the whole big block seomod 
doomed, The local firomon were helplors 
and telegraphed in all directions for aid. 
At 4.30 p.m. « conflagration was rushing 
through the heart of the city, To add to 
the peril a smart breeze began blowing 
off the bay, fanning the flamos, and at the 
samo time a thousand feet of hose was 
| caught in the advancing blaze and de- 
stroyed. The opera house block, the 
block opposite, all the warehouses 
at the foot of Cobourg-street and 
also the great group of Snildings in 
the rear of Tho Post-Intelligence newspaper 
office were burning. The people in 
the Yoester block, occupied by The 
Western Union Telegraph Company and the 
Post-Intelligence, were hurriedly moving 
out. At this writing the Western Union 
had but one wire undisturbed, over 
which this despatch was being sont. 


FIREBUGS AT SIMCOE. 


| Incendiariam Alleged to Be the Outgrowth 
ofa Fire Engine Fight. 

Srcoz, June 6,—The large two-story 

frame building in the North Ward for many

Dead Among His Pets, 
THEY DIED WITH HIM WHEN AUGUST HINTZE 
PASSED AWAY. 

A crowd of children were yesterday after- 
noon peering into the basementof a big ten- 
emeut house at No. 414 East Seventy-ninth 
street, where August Hiutze, an old man 
whose face had been {or years a familiar ove 
in the neighborhgod, had been found dead 
in bed. : 

He was a widower, seventy-seven years 
old, and lived alone in two dark little 
rooms with two cauery birds, a family of 
white mice and « woolly-haired terrier. 
Save for an occasional visit from his two 
grown up sons, one.of whom is in Nevada 
and the other in this city, no one ever came 
tosee him. Last Saturday night the old 
man went to his home, followed by his dog, 
and lay down on his bed. Sunday he did 
not appear, and most of that day his dog 
kept howling, Yesterday morning the jan- 
itor of the tenement became alarmed and 
broke open the door. The windows were 
all closed and the gas turned on. Hintze 
was undressed, in bed, dead, and stretched 
by his side, also dead, was his inseparable 
companion, the dog. The white mice on 
the window sill and the canary birds near 
by were also dead and in their cages. . 

The police was notified and Hintze’s son, 
who lives at No.415 East Eighty-fifth street, 
subsequently had the body removed to his 
home. It is thought that the old man was 
asphyxiated accidentally. The gas 20ck 
worked very loosely, and he probably turn- 
ed it on after turning it off, not knowing 
what he was doing. He suffered from an 
incurable malady, which at times aeprives 
him of his senses.—New York World:

Many Lives Lostin Contre County, 

Betueronte, Pa., June 7.—The flood 
played terrible havoc in Centre County, 
The entire bottom land with all the spring 
crops for 300 miles in the lower end of tho 
valley was destréyed, All bridges from 
Milesburg to Lock Haven are washed 
away and.nearly oll sinall buildings in 
the line of the flood succumbed. The 
damage in tho Bald Eagle Valley amounts 
to $760,000. In Penn’s ‘ Valley there 
was loss of life. At’ Mill- 
heim’ and Coburn several honsos 
were carried away with the people in them. 
All escaped except Mrs. Simon Phonst 
and three children. Their house was 
overturned and all were  dro\wned. 
Mr. Phonst worked in Cameron County and 
started to come home but was drowned in 
crossing the river, The damage in this 
part. of the county will amount to nearly 
§750,000. 

Some poor people lost not only their 
olses and contents but also lost their lots, 


‘nothing being left but a creek bottom of 


rocks and debris. The greatest loss 
of life gccnrred on Fishing Creek in 
the Nittany valley. A large dam at 
Washington furnace at the head of the 
valley “broke in the “night and filled the 
Villey from mountain to mountain, sweeping 
everything before it. The flood left only 
a few houses in wha: were prosperous 
villages of from 20 to 30 houses oach. 
Many families were saved by getting on the 
roofs and floating to the end of tho valloy. 

Tho following is the death list 
to far as known: At Maockeysville 16, 
at Salona 12, Thero was a great amount of 
damage done in the western part of tho 
county but no lives were lost. Tho damage 
in the county will be betweeh two and threé 
millions. }

Luke Dillon of Philadolphia, the repro. 
sentative of Dr. Cronin’s castern friends, 
testifiod that Cronin had frequently sald to 
him thathe beileved that to further his 
ambitions torule American and Irish poli. 
tics Sullivan would murder him (Cronin) 

Dillon told of the trial at Buffalo of 
the charges againat Alexander Sullivan, 
Michael Boland and Dennis Feoley. Theso 
charges were made by John Devoy and were 
of misappropriation of Clan-na-Gael funds 
Witness iad that when Sullivan learned 
that Cronin was to bo oa membor of the 
trial commit.ee he denounced him in 
unmeasured torms, After the trial it 
was voted to allow Sullivan to clrou- 
late with the finding of the trial committees 
a Frotesp which he had prepured, Mr, 
Dillon read the protest. It was vory long 
and was dated New York, Sept. 1581888, 
In it Sullivan protested against the presence 
of Cronin on tho committeo on the grounds 
first, that Cronintwas his personal enemy, 
second, that he had oxpressed an opinion in 
tho caso, third, that ho was a porjurer and 
o soonndréd unfit to be placed on any jury. 
In support of his first objection Sullivan 
appealed to the members of the United 
Brotherhood in Chicago from which Dr. 
Cronin was expelled ina case where Sulli- 
van conduc ed the prosscution. 

There was noquestionin Chiengo of Cronin’s 
hostility to itm or any one who waa 

resont at the meoting of the National 

ague Committee in 1886 when Dr, Cronin 
assailed him. Upon this enmity Sullivan 
claimed'it was unnecessary for himto onlarge. 

As to the second objection Sullivan asid 
Cronin was a momber of the bxecutive body 
of the United Brotherhood who had formal- 
ated charges against im, that Cronin had 
expressed an opinion in the case and would 
not be boceisted. a a juror in any civil case 
in which Sullivan had anything to do, 

In support 6f tho third reagon Sullivan 
went into a long history of Cronin's career, 
accusing him of being a perjurer and a 
Hritish spy, who had taken the oath of 
allogianoé to Her Britannic Majesty,and that 
he had sworn falsely in rogard to -the 
election of delegates ‘from the Chicago dis- 
trict tothe convention, that he had sworn 
dalsoly in regard to his American citizenship, 
his ago and various other matters. 

The witness continued; ‘In Juno, 1882, 
John wiht said that $300,000 and over 
was in the hands of the triangle And over 
$180,000 had been spent in violation of the 
constitution.”

Gh Mes to Sullivan by Patrick Egan?”

FRIDAY AFTERNOON SESSION, 


The regular business of the Conference 
being completed for the day, special session 
was resumed. 

The following were appointed a Memoriul 
Committee; Rey. W. J! Young, chairman, 
Rey. A. Browning, secretary; and in re- 
sponae to the call for resolutions, the follow- 
ivug Districts handed in resolutions strongly 
condemning the Jesuit matter, and asking 
that Conferenge give urgent attention to 
the same, and referred to the Memorial 
Committee: Belleville, Lindsay, Cobourg, 
Peterborough, Picton, Madoc, Oampbell- 
ford, Brighton and Cannington. 

The Rev, A. Browning asked for a time 
to be fixed foran hour session on the Jesuis 
question, and ultimately moved a resolution 
thatthe Conference hold an afternoon ses: 
sion on Monday at four o'clock, which was 
carried, 

The Picton Division handed in a resolu- 
tion in reference to ministerial relations, 
which was referred to the Committee on 
Conference relations. 

The Peterborough Division sent a resolu- 
tion in relation to the Scott Act, which was 
referred to the Temperance Uommitteo. 

Similar resolutions on the subject of pro- 
Inbition were received from Lindsay, Ma- 
doo, Cannington and Picton, 

A telegram was read from London Oup- 
‘feretics io response tu one forwarded thum, 
returning fraternal greetings. 

Campbellford sent in a resolution on 
Prison Reform, and it was referred to the 
Committee on Memorials, 

A resolution ftom Tamworth, asking for 
more strenuous adoption of the Methodist 
catechism, was refereed to the Memorial 
committee, A resolution from Cannington 
asking that the Rev. W. J. Byrne be grant- 
ed a special missionary grant on account of 
long service and family affliction, caused 
considerable discussion, and an amendment 
was made by Dr. Bredin that the matter be 
referred to the Committee on Conference 
relations, but was thrown out.

duoting 4 common matriculationoxamination 
which system might be extended whereby: 
examinations down to tho end of the second 
yoar'might bo conducted by the combined 
action of the universltios.

The almost total destruction by fire of

the courtry.. The areca ‘of spring wheat 
has apparently increased about 3 per cont. 
The condition of spring wheat is high, ex- 
cept-in parts of Dakote whero it has suffered 
from drought. ‘The average is nearly 95 for 
the entire spring wheat breadth. An in- 
crease of two to three per cent. in tho area 
of oats is reported, while condition is seven 
points below the normal condition of fall 
crops. Thoares.of barley is about tho same 
aslnst year and its avyorage of condition 95. 
Rye has mado no perceptible advance in 
area and its general average of condition is 
95. 


King Cotton. 

Wasurncron, Juno 11.—The June report 
ofthe Departmont of Agriculture indloates 
a slight reduotion in the area of cotton on 
the Atlantic coast and an increase west of 
tho State of Alabama.

Hamitton, June 10.—The inquest inte 
the cause of the railway accident at the 
Junction Cut on April 28 was concluded 
to-night.

“That the accident was caused by the

AFTERNOON HEASSION, 


In the afternoon thore waa oa vory 
large attendance of visitors, oapocially of 
ladies. The body of the church was com- 
plotely fillod, whilst & large number occu 
pled seats in the pallory. The Goneral 
Superintendent, Dr, Carman, ocoupied the 
the chair, 

Tho first business of the afternoon was 
the determining whether there wero any 
vyacancios in the General Conference Spocial 
Committeo, This occupied considerable 
time and brought forward a numbor of 
technicalities and explanations from the 
chairman, he ultimately ruling that the only 
vacapoy was thab occasioned by the decease 
of the Rey. Dr, Nolles and a» vacancy 
through non-olection, 

Mrs. Lovi Massey, a0 a dolegate from the 
Ladios' Missionary Society, was then rp- 
cvived aud accompanied on the platform by 
Mrs. Wm. Johnson, Mra. Hudgius and 
Miss @ould, 
eloquent addross, thanked the mombors of 
the Conference for deferring their business 
to receive the deputation from the Womon's 
Missionary Society, oxplained the object 
and origin of their socfety, the work that 
Mad been sacoomplished and the work they 
had before them, giving some very inter 
osting figures in conaection with the work, 
Sho asked the hearty co-operation and sym- 
pathy of the Conference in their work. Mr, 
Wm. Johnson then moved, seconded by tho 
Rev. Wm. Johnston, a resolution pledging 
the dologation their most hearty sympathy 
and co-operation in their work, Mr, Wm. 
Johnson, Dr, Carman and others spoke in 
support of the motion, complimenting the 
ladies on the concise and .busiaess-like 
manner in which they carried out tueir 
The resvlution was carried unani- 
mously. 

The Treasurer of the Special Conference 
Fund brought in a statement with regard 
to the Hudgins claim, which brought out 
considerable feeling, and it was ultimately 
resolved that the outstanding returns be 
made to the Treasurer by 10 o'clock to-mor- 
row morning. 

The report of the Memorial Committee 
on the Jesuit Question was then read by 
the Rev. W. J. Young, and it was resolved 
that che same be taken up clause by clause. 


| The following are the clauses : 


1, That this Conference regards as un- 
constitutional, deplores as a national calam- 
ity, utterly condemns and protests against 
the incorporation of the Jesuit Socief¥—a 
Society which history certifies as every- 
where and always the enemy of giyil and 
religious liberty. 

2. That we indigoantly resent the accion 
of the Legislature of the Province of Q ie- 
bec, part of thie Dominion, in passing the 
Act known as the Jesuit Estates’ Aot, thus 
recognizing the right of a foreign potentate, 
the Pope of Rome, to interfere in our in- 
ternal civil affairs, which, as we believe, is 
in direct contravention of Imperial statutes, 
endangering the peace and prosperity of 
our country, and is derogatory to the su- 
premacy of her most Gracious Majesty the 
Queen as the sole ruler in these realms, and 
as offering a gross insult to us as British 
subjects. 

3, That while we believe that spiritually 
the Roman Catholic church is losing power 
and numerically is not gaining in proportion 
to the population, we view with alarm and 
take it as evidence of the increasing politi- 


cal power of that Church in the councils of 


our Dominion, that 188 members of the 
House of Commons should have voted 
against the disallowance of ‘tha Jesuits’ 
Estate Act.” That we strongly disapprove 
of said yote, regard it as a national disgrace, 
believe it to be contrary to the will of the 
people, and commend the action of the 13 
who voted for disallowance, 

4 That the Conference petition the Gov- 
ernment to disallow the Jesuit Estates Act, 
and that the President and Secretary be 
authorized to forward such petition. 

5. That we declare our approval of the 
address of the Citizens’ Committee, of To- 
ronto, and their action in calling a conven- 
tion from all parts of the province for the 
purpose of forming an organization whose 
object shall be the testing of the legality of 
the Jesuit Estates Act in the highest courts 
of the realm. 

6. That we recommend to all our people 
the importance of supporting none as can: 
didates for paralimentary honors who will 
not pledge themselyes to oppose Rumish 
aggression and support equal rights, both 
civil and religious, 

In the adoption of the report clause by 
clause Rey. Mr. Burns strongly supported 
the report, aa did Revs, A. Browning, S. 
J. Shorey, and J.J. Leach.. The chairman 
suggested that the clause referring to the 
Catholic church be struck out, as the Con- 
ference had no war with the Catholic 
church as a body, but were opposed to 
Ultramontanism and Jesuitism, 

Mr. Wm. Johnson supported the recom- 
mendation of the committee. = 

Rev, Mr. Duke wanted the clause struck 
out referring to the thirteen who voted for 
the resolution, as he believed they were as 
much influensed by political motives as were 
the 188 who yoted against O’Brien’s resolu- 
tion. 

S. Duprau wanted the clause struck 
out réferring it to the Governor General, as 
he said, the Governor General was only a 
nominal head of the people, and it was un- 
reasonable to expect that the Governor Gen- 
eral would fly in the face of the unanimous 
voice of Parliament. He believed with that 
clause out, the resolution was sufliciently 
strong to please the moat rabid Orangeman. 
(Cries of ** Oh, oh " 

Rev. J. J. Rice claimed that from what 
he could read, it was within the power of 
the Dominion to veto the act of the Quebec 
Legislature, but he was of the opinion that 
it was a matter to be viewed in the light of 
a constitutional question, ° 

A telegram from the Citizens’ Commit- 
tee, Toronto, was read, asking Conference 
to petition the Governor-General and to 
send a delegation to the convention to be 
held in Toronto Tuesday and Wednesday. 
The matter of sending such delegation was 
referred to the committee for that purpose. 

A communication from Dr, Withrow on 
Sabbath School work was read and re- 
ferred to the Sabbath School Committee.

It hasal- 
ready been abundantly shown that the 
choios of Mr. Egan is altogether bad from 
the point of view of our domestic poktics ; 
our correspondant shows how bad it will 
be in its influence upon our com sercial re- 
la iong with Chili and upon the interests of 
many American residents in that country. 
Mr, Egan cannot hope to be known there 
in Mny other guise than as a creatare of 
Mr. Blaine’s and he could haya no worse 
credentials, To invite Chili to a confer- 
ence in order to discuss Ways of extending 
our commence with her, aad then send her 
as a Minister, who is a henchman ot 


the American whom, she justly regards 


as her worst enemy, and a fugitive trom 
the country with which. she stands in the 
closest relations, is little short of insulting. 
More.than tHat, thore are American claims 
pending’egainst Chili, for damages caused 
in the Peruvian war, and the American 
Minister to Chili ought to be a man able 
to pick up the threads of the negotiation 
for a tribunal of arbitration to settle them, 
Minister Roberts had the matter well in 
hand before his recall. Who supposes that 
Patrick Egan is @ proper person to toke 
charge of an affair of such intricacy and 
delicacy ? Who sopposes, for that matter, 
that either President Harrison or Mr. 
Blaine thought he was, or cared whether he 
was or not? 


The Swallows Boyoott France, 

The Zoological Society of France has— 
writes the correspondent of the Daily News 
—warned the Government that a great 
ornithological calamity is impending. . The 
swallows scem to think seriously of not 
taking up their summer quarters in Franco. 
' Tho toughnegs of their flesh protects them 
from the attentions of the cook, and a@ sup- 

eratition in their favor preserves their nests. 

| But the modiste who uses these birds for 
trimming has brought about a plan of cam- 
paign againat them, which, it seems, thoy 
have observed. The department of tlie 
Bouches du Rhéne is one of the great land- 
ing places for swallows coming from Africa, 
Engines for killing them in hundreds have 
been laid along tha,coast, formed of wires 
sonnected with electric batteries. Whon 
fatigued by thgir over-sea flight, the birds 
porch on the wires and are struck dead. 
The bodies are then prepared for the mil 
liogr, and crates containing thousands of 
them are seit, on to Paris. This has beon 
going on f6¥ somd years, and {t was noticed 
this spring.that.awallows have not landed 
on the low-lying coast, but™have gone tar 
ther west or east, and that they go in larger 
numbors than they used to other parta of 
Europe, There are placos, says the Zoo- 
logical Society in its petition, where thoy 
formorly were very numorous, bub which 
thoy have now deserted, although thore has 
has beoa no falling off in the gnats and oth- 
or flying insects on which they live. Lf the 
awallows resolved on a general boycott of 
Franco, the loss to hor agriculturista would 


bo incalculable.

HURLED DOWN TO DEATH. 


TERRIBLE RAILWAY ACCIDENT 


N IRELAND

The scene which ensued was heartrending 
Tlosts of volunteers were soon at hand and 
the dead. and wounded were taken from the 
wreck and carried down the bank. Medical 
aid was callod tor and a special train from 
Belfast brought to the scene twenty sur 
gous from that city and a number of medical 
men from other places between lielfast and 
Armagh 

The acoident tins cast a gloom over Armagh. 
All the shops were clowed this afternoon and 
the people are in general mourntig. 

The ongincer, fireman and guard of the train 
and the traffic manager’sclerk were summoned 
before a magistrate and were remanded on the 
charue of being responsible for the accident. 

The brake power of the engine of the third 
train was inadequate, While the second train 
Was ascéndiix the inefine the engineer re 


marked to the fireman am afraid we 
can't do it." The following train was 
commencing the ascent when the engineer 


saw the ruuaway care, Shutting off. ateam 
and reversing the lever the engineer and fire- 
man jumped trom the engine, abouting to the 
passongers to do likewise, The latter, how- 
ever, bot hdaring the cries, did not obey. No 
one waa injured on that tralp. 

The engine was hurled 60 feet down an em- 
bankmeut, Thocarriage that ran into the 
engine wae shattéred to aplinters and frag: 
ments of dress, umbrellas, oto,, were scattered 
bundreda of yards. A dozen corpses 
were found beneath the engine 
in a parboiled condition, + Some 
of the occupants of the runaway cars tried to 
escape but the doors were locked. The fires 
part of the train started back in puraule of 
the runaway cara and the passengers saw the 
collision ats distance of abo yards, 

A bar driver named Hughes who visited the 
scene of the disaster waa so horrified ab the 
sight that be died on thespot. His corpse 
was taken to Armagh in bis own car. 

Another account says the engineer of tho 
second train finding his engine powers 
pull the train up the steep grade unlinked 
several cars with tho object of taking the 
front portion of the train tothe noxt station 
and returning for the remainder, Heavy 
stones were placed behind the whee!s of the 
detached cars to prevent them from ‘lipping 
but ‘the Jocomotive on resisting gave the 
eutire train a shunt that displaced the stones. 
Tho detached cars began to #lip down the 
grado, thoir speed gradually increa*ing until 
they attainéd a ‘frightful ‘velocity. After 
running four miles they crashed with terrific 
force into the third traip about 1) miles from 
Armach, : 2 ; 

The shrieks of the children were’ horrible. 
The bodies of the victims Were arranged in 
rows as soon &s recovered. “Many were 
mangled beyondirecognition. There is scarce- 
ly o family {on Armagh that has not some one

All partics whose names do pot so ap 
year on the rolla may become entitled to 
Bs rogistored by furnishing tho revisors 
with a satisfactory declaration, under the 
Statato, claiming the right to be rogistured 
and setting forth their respective and pro- 
per qualifications, and, such Statutory de- 
claration, claiming the right to bo rogister- 
ed, will be accepted without any formal ap- 
plication accompanying it. 

[t will be far better for all declarations 
to be made by the applicant personally, 
except as by father or mother for son, 
Landlord for tenant, Owner for occupant, 
Employer or financial agent for employee, 
or, where the name is already on the as 
sessment roll for an amount not suflicient 
to qualify, In caso the declaration should 
be made by another person, the facts set 
forth must be personal knowledge or thé 
grounds or reasons of such knowledge must 
be fully satisfactorily set forth or the de 
claration may be rejected. 

In all casos, however, where practicablé, 
it will be safer to furnish personal sex dec 
larations. Such declarations may be taken 
by a Commissioner, Jugtice of the Peace, 
Mayor, Reev’, Deputy Reeve, or any A) 
derman or Municipal Counoillor, who are 
constituted Justice of the Peace for the pur. 
poae of the Hlectoral Franchise Acts. 

In correcting the lists as before stated, 
the qualifications as appear by the assess 
ment rolls is the guide for the Revisor ; he 
cannot gy outside of it without proofy euch 
hs a declaration, etc, But lands are not 
always assessed at tielr ‘‘actual yaluo,” and 
a declaration as to value, if sufficient to 
qualify, wil be accepted, and may be made 
either by the applicant or some other per- 
son who knows the land, aod has a know 
ledge of the value of Jand ia that neighbor 
hood; butif made hg such other person, 
reasons of knowledge must, be giyen. : 

Oo the Ist day of August next, the lists 
will be placed in the hands of the Queen's 
Printer at Ovtawa. 

E ectors must bear in mind that up to this 
date, provided they possess the qual fica - 
tion, they are entitled to go on by a declar 
ation, but after this date they must file a 
notice of application two days before the 
day fixed for the final revision aad pereoa 
ally attend and give evidence at the court 

Those who are not quite of age, and those 
whose residence, possession or occupstivn is 
not, at this date of application, of suffizient 
length of time to qualify (viz., one year) 
but which will be sufficient to qualify on or 
before the 3lset day of July next, will be 
required to so state in their declaration and 
such applications will be accepted and taken 
as received on the said 31st of July and the 
name will, on that date, be placed upon 
the lists before the same are signed and 
certified by the Revisor for the **Queen’s 
Printer,” provided they satisfy the Revisor 
that such residence, possession or occupa 
tion has continued up to that date. 

To save confusion and prevent mistakes 
it will be becter to put in declarations as 
early as possible and vo insure their saféty 
be sent to the Revisor by registered letter, 

It would save much trouble and expense 
if both Conservative and Reform Assucia 
tions should each appoint, Ist; a general 
agentto take charge of the lista for the whole 
electoral district. 2nd. A sub agent or 
agents (who are thoroughly acquainted with 
the locality) in each township or munici- 

ality. All these agents should attend the 
evisor when he personally examines and 
compares his lists with the assessment roll 
for 1889 for their respective municipalities, 

By adopting this plan, they would not 
only assist materially the Revisor in correct: 
ing his lists, but would save a great many, 
and all unnecessary appeals on the final re- 
vision, 

It is the object and to the interest of the 
Revisor to place every duly qualified elector 
upon the lists, and, as he cannot personally 
visit every locality like an assessor, ho must 
rely upon some assistance from all those in- 
terested {n & correct and proper list. 

Herewith is given a form of declaration, 
which may be a guide to applicants, who 
are to note that, in all cases, there must be 
** Statutory Declarations,”

BUY,

Prrrspuna, Pa., June 12 —No doubt all 
your readora are fatnilar with the particu 
lara of the horrible flood at Johnstown, but 
thinking they would like to hoar something 
more about it, as tt looked to an old towns 
man, | send you tho following Johnstown 
and its surrounding boroughs had a popula 
tion of about 32,000 souls on Friday morn 
ing, May 31, It was situated in what is 
known as the Conemaugh Valley, surround- 
ed on all sides with high mountains —the 
74 miles from Pittsburg. It 
was one of the finest, best and moat iadus- 
trious cities of ity size in the state ; indoed, 
an idle man was unknown, and as a conse- 
quence poverty was hot apparent, 

Friday, May Slat, is what is known in 
this country as Decoration Day, It is a 
public holiday and is given up wholly by 
ox boldiers and citizens generally to decor 
ating the graves of thé heroes who lost their 
livos in the defence of their country in the 
late unpleasantness. The good people of 
Johnatown decorated the graves of her fall- 
on sons, and as & CONsequOonCe Many men 
were at their homes when the flood gates 
broke loose, who would étherwise have been 
in one of the huge iron foundries rupning 
there, 

it had been raining for two or three days 
previous, which had swollen the Conemaugh 
rivor to double its capacity. Still the peo- 
ple thought nothing of it, as they had béen 
used to io for years and yoars, Twelve miles 
above the city was a reservoir about. three 
miles long, three quarters of a mile wide, 
and from 50 to.76 fect deep, It contained 
60,000,000 tonmof water. It was owned by 
tho Pittsburg Hunting and Fishing Olub, 
and was stocked with a bountiful supply of 
the finny tribe. Tbe incessant down-pour 
of rain for the previous two or three days 
had weakened ics immense and solidly built 
walls, and as a consequence a portion of it 
gave way, and let its avalanche of water 
down on the people 12 miles below. 

The flood gates of heayén liad truly Jet 
Joose, and before warning could be given 
(he people were soon floundering inn seuth 
ing body of water. I was sent up’on Sit 
urday.tathe scene: In talkiog te & sur- 
vivor he best described it by saying that 
wheu’he looked up the river all he could 
see Was great waves forty feet high, rolling 
one on top of angther, He ran for the 
mountain and was saved. As I atited 
above, the city was built in the valley, aud 
48 @ consequence the waters svon covered 
the city and tho destruction to life and 
property was simply awful.. In the heart 
of the city the Pennsylvania railroad has 
one of the finest and most substantial rail- 
road bridges in the country. It proved too 
solidly constructed for the waters, and be- 
fore many minutes the stream became 
clogged with floating housos, logs, uprooted 
trees and other debris, and the waters were 
soon backed Mmto the town. . 

My pen is too weak to describe the scene. 
The shrieks of the people are sumething 1 
never shall forget. It was about noon when 
I arrived there on Saturday. The-waters 
had then abated somewhat, but still the 
stream was like 6 miniature ocean. Pwople 
c uld be seen op the roofs of houses, upon 
trees, upon telegraph poles, in fact ou aoy- 
thipg they could climb upon, all orying for 
the help that could not be extended to them, 
A man, woman, or child could be eeen shont- 
ing down the stream, like a log going over 
Bleecker's dam in the springtime. Thous- 


ands of men stood on the shores witnessing 


this awful sight, and yet powerless to render 
But still a worse sight was in store 
lo 
the heart of the city the water commenced 


falling, and then the result of the Hood was 


to be realised. Immense brick and atone 
buildings have been knocked over as though 
they had been nothing but hencoops or out- 


houses, and underneath their ruins were 


lying the bodies of some poor unforsunates. 
{sit any wonder, Mr. Editoz, that reportors 
who had witnessed death in all shapes, and 


strong, powerful men, wept tears of bitter 
anguish at the terrible picture of desolation 
and death? 


So that your readers can form an idea of 
the terrific force of the water I will give 
chem an instance, In the course of the 


stream was the Pennsylvania roundhouse, 
containing thirteen mountain engines weigh- 


ing 90,000 pounds each, Not a stone or 
brick of the immensé building was left 


standing and the engines were carried 2,000 


yards to the bridge, where they yet remain 
lying on top of the mountain of debris. The 


| Cambria iron mills buuldings— much larger 


than anything you have in Belleville—were 
almost utterly ruined. The yards were 
filled with pig iron, which was carried down 
stream like pieces of wood. Railroad rails 
fastened to the ties in lengths of 200 feet 
were carried a mile and left stranded on an 
idland. : 

Many people who were blessed with a 
comfortable home were thus rudely depriv 
ed of their savinga of a lifetime, and Worse 
still, the majority of them have lost a dear 
one perhaps a toddling éhild or the dear 
old wife or husband who has shared with 
him or her many hours of toil in putting 
together a competency to keep them in old 
age. Starvation stared the survivorsin the 
face at firat, but a generous christian peo 
ple have come nobly to the rescue, The 
cry went out that aid was needed, and that 
cry has. been responded to from uearly 
every country in the world. Money avd 
provisions and clothing have been poured 
in by the car load, so that there is no longer 
a fear that they will not be amply supplied 
with the necessaries of life, but the lost 
ones—the dear ones they loved so we!l— 
their places cannot be supplied by a sym- 
pathetio public. a7 

I could fill your columns fith the many 
thrilling escapes and heart-rending sights 
since the day of the flood. In the first few 
days the bodies found were not mutilated, 
but now it is far different, and it is almoat 
impossible to recopnize any corpse found 
While standing in the Presbyterian church 
on Saturday, nine bodies were lying there, 
and not one of them could be recognizod. 
One, a girl probably twelve years of age, 
was bruised in a horrible manner, the nose 
was cut off close to her face, and there was 
not a place on her face as large as a quarter 
that was not cut and bruised. A man was 
brought in, or at least his thighs and legs 
wore, as the head and body were burned off. 
In his ‘pants pockets was found a switch 
key, and it is supposed he was a railroader, 

Your readers must understand that-after 
the waters had receded, the immense pile 
of debris at the bridge caught fire, and the 
many people who were wedged in wero bad- 
ly burned, but probably life was extinct be- 
fore the cruel fire was upon them. It took 
three fire steamers three days to oxtinguish 
the flames. Butthe wreckage is still thore, 
and in that awful pile of debris who can 
tell how many bodies are lying cold In death! 
Many mon have been working on it for days, 
and ft looks as though they have accom- 
plished nothing. It is about 22 ft. in depth 
and 1000 feet in length. To-day it is given 
out that the State authorities will pour an 
immense amount of oil on the pile of dirt 
and set it on fire. This may look cruel and 
unohristian-like, but ibis the only course 
left. The water will bocome contaminated 
unloss it is soon cleared, as thero certainly 
must bea number of dead bodies undor 
neath, besides horses, catule, hogs, ete. 

The total number of deaths will never be 
known, Up to Wodnosday there had been 
5,446 bodies recovered, Of course there 
aro thousands more atill lying in tho 
stroams, collars, mountains of sand and un-

whom God in Flis mercy saved from n wat- 
ory grave. The town oontaincd many 
Hug irians, And As seon as the waters be 
gan falling they commenced their hollish 
deeds, Imagine, gentle reader, an innocent 


girkbaby lying dead on the shore, witha 
gold ring on its tiny floger, and one of 


these fiends chopping the finger off to re- 
cure the glittering polf. The corpse of a 
women contained a beautiful and costly 
nooklace. The Hungsrians in their greed 
could not unclasp it, and to expedite 
matters cut the head off, and thus secured 
the prize, Of course the citiz»ns wero juatly 
indignant and excited and soon discovered 
who the miecreants wore and mado shorf 
work of them. Two of them wore hang d 
toa tolegraph pole, two others shot and 


four others were chased into the raying 
waters and drowned, dying in the eame 
stream in which thousands of Ohristinus 
met aon untimely death. Ib had a whole- 
some effect, however, as it puta stop toany 
further dopredations of a like character, 

A day or two after the flood the place 
was pat under martial Jaw and poses pre- 
vaila now in oll its erenity. 

I have witnessed tho old Moira when she 
wou d go off on her periodical sprecs, aud 
often thought she wasa right smart stream 
then, but it waa no more to be compared o 
the Conémaugh river last week than a ri, u- 
let ty to be compared to ths, Moira.

FRAUDS ON FARMERS; 


The Ocoan Steamship Record. 

The City of Paris, of the Inman line, 
the sister ship of the City of New York, 
has made the trip from Queenstown har- 
bor in five days, twenty-three hours and 
seven minutes, For nearly three yeara the 
Ounard line held the championship, which 
now has passed into the hands of the In- 
man company. The history of the rivalry 
Between the great lines can only briefly al- 
luded to by Oceash. In 1518 the Savannah 
Steamed into Liverpool harbor after a pas 
sage of twenty-two days from the city 
whose na she bore. The achieyement 
at-that day was considered something won- 
dorful. Seventy years later the Etruria 
‘made the passage in six days, one hourand 
fifty-five'thinutes, In i845 the Britanuia, 
of the Qunard line, steamed from Liver- 
pool to Boston in 14 days or thereaboute, 
and the even} was marked as an.era in the 
Atlantic traffic. In 1861 the record was 
lowered to nine days and twenty-hours. In 
1867 the old City of Paris made a record of 
oight days three hours and one minute, and 
for cight years the Inman ebjoyed the hon 
or of champions of the ocean. The City of 
Brussols, in 1869, reduced the period to 
within eight days, and the Britannic, of 
the White’ Star liney in 1877,carried off the 
pennant with *seven days, ten hotrs and 
fifty-three minutes. In June, 1879, the 
Arizofia made the trip’ in seven days, nine 
hours and twenty three minutes, and gave 
place to the Alaska, which achieved a record

DIFFERENT MEASURES, 


The Bureau of Industries of Ontario has 
issued a pamphlet embodying numberless 
“* frauds on farmers,’’ such as the ‘thayfork 
swindle,’ the ‘‘promissory note trick,” &o, 
It pays some attention to a fraud which we 
have exposed at’longth, and what it styles 
“The Seed Grain Swindle,” af which it says: 
Tae fraud which has commanded moat at- 
tention, both trom its peculiar charactor and 
the extent of ita operations, is what is known 
as the seed grain swindle. It has travelled 
under ascore of aliases. At one time it is 
the Bohemian or Hulless Oats, now it is the 
White Star, and again it has some other tak- 
ing name, Or, presto! it is turned into 
wheat,and masquerades undera dozen pleas- 
ing titles. But though this swindle changes 
ita name, it never changes its character. | 

One of our correspondents, an intelligent 
farmer of Prince Edward, describes a scheme 
conducted by a company mow operating in 
his county.

the following sentence of Gladstone, which 
I quote both as a reply and ‘bocause they 
denote the high water mark in his mind on 
this momentous issue. 

‘Naturally, said Gladstone, ‘‘at my 
time of life such a subject ia’ placed bo- 
yond “all possibility—all reasonable pos- 
sibility—of contact with myself. If it 
ever comes, it will come to a prepared 
people. It will como without the bitter= 
ness which, unfortunately, has too much 
marked our recent conflict on the subject of 
Trish privileges. It will come, I think, to 
the great religious community which will 
have learned before that time to disavow all 
selfish dependence upon the temporal and 
secular arms; which will know that the 
establishment is one thing snd that the 
ehurch is another thing, and which will 
have ample means, undoubtedly, if the 
spirit be not wapting to provide, to fill up 
whatever void might be caused by the with- 
drawal of the support from national pros- 
perity which tho’church may now be con- 
sidered to receive.” That is all. 

‘He meant state churchmen,” remarked 
one of those candid friends whom I referred 
to abovo, ‘‘will probably read thia oracular 
Sererange with feelings of profound thank- 
uluess that Gladstone is in his cightieth 

ear.” I know they do so read it and what 

more they plainly express thoir thankful- 
ness.

In the synod of Hamilton and London there 
bas boon an Increase from 117 fo 132 in miasion- 
ary As#ocintions, and from 121 to 139 in Woman's 
Forolgn Missionary Societies, Sgares which 
spoak woll for the missionary spirit In its 
bounds, 

The total income for 1888 was $1,942,723, show- 
ing an Inorense of $212,471. 

An overture was read from the Presby- 
tery of Sun Paulo, Brazil, hoping that the 
Gerieral Assombly would take an interest ip 
the evangelization of that great country. 
The Modorator intimated that it would b 
Injudicious for the Presbyterian church in 
Canada, burdened asit is withsomuch work, 
to undertake any additional in Brazil. Upon 
the revoption of the report of the Hymnal 
Comittee an overture was read from the 
Montreal and Ottawa Synod asking for a 
revision and enlargement of the book. 
Dr. Campbell supported the overture. He, 
however, protested against the introduction 
of Objectionable hymns, especially as to 
their literary character and jingle jangle 
music, It was got necessary to have the 
tunes of Moody and Sankey—{laughter)— 
tunes and songs learned in early Fhe to 
the neglect of the solomn hymns an ree 
sung in Pres! yterian churches. [Applause.] 
Mr. Gibson of Ottawa took the diame- 
trically opposite view. His gravameu was 
that the present hymna are not adapted to 
the Sunday school lessons. With pathos he 
lamented the absence of such hymns as 
“Scatter Seeds of Kindness,” ‘Jesus of 
Nazareth Passeth By,” ‘There is a Green 
Hil! Far Away,” and others in Sankey's 
collection. Ultimately the report was 
adopted and the committee requested to 
tontinue its labors with a view to revision 
and onlargement. Foreign missions was the 
mabject of the evening mocting. After the 
reading of an encouraging report and ener- 
etio speeches by Mr. Charlton, M.P,, Rey. 
M. Falconer of Nova Scotia, and Rev. Mr. 
Wilkie, an Indan missionary now on fur- 
lough, three undergraduates of Montreal 
College, who are being sent out ‘to Honan, 
delivered addresses, and the enthusiastic 
proceedings terminated.

THE INEVITABLE. 


Berlin Uncasy over Russian Encroachments 
— The Situation In Servia—A Prospector 
Lively Times for Parnell. 


Benim, June 15.—The statement that 
M. Persiani, the Russian Minister ot Bel- 
grado, had proposed a Russo-Servian con- 
vention caused uneasiness here. Tho te 
celpt of semi-oflicial telegrams from 
Belgrade to-night declaring tho story un» 
founded hag tended to restore confidenos. 
Events in the Balkans do not mature 
as rapidly as it was feared they would. 
larn evidenced 
by the renewal of official press at- 
tacks upon Russfan crodit during the past 
week, which reacted unfavorably upon Ger- 
man securities, The Russian Minister, of 
Finance was negotiating with leading houses 
here, including the Disconto-Gesellschaft, in 
relation to the conversion of certain private 
Russian railways. The North German 
Garotte pointedly referred to the proposed 
operation-as-illegsl,; and even the Liberal 
Vossische Zeitun warned Gorman in- 
yeatora to unload Russian stock as speedily 
as possible in readiness for the in+ 
evitablo life-and death. stragaks- between 
Russia and Germany. The committee of the 
Boerae is expected to deliver an opinion to+ 
morrow on the logality of the proposed con+ 
version, but it is folt that the Governmtnt 
would not have exposed German capital to 
heavy losses except to avert still greater 
dangers, and that had Balkan affairs beer 
peaceful nothing would have been hoard of 
the illegality of the conversion scheme. 

The Servian Government has refused to 
renew the commercial treaty with Austfia- 
Hungery, which expires in 1890, Every- 
thing indicates that the Russian party in 
aan confident of its ascendancy, is 
working to effect some definite aim,and that 
its schemes can only end in precipitating a 
war or in a peaceable partition of the Bal- 
kan states botween Austria and Russia. - 


\ The Bervian Situation. 


Lonpon, Jane 15.—In aking of .the 
Servian news published to-day, an aitache 
of the Foreign Office who has just returned 
from Belgrade saya: “Affaire in Servia are 
in a very excited and uneasy state at the 
present moment, and the Government will 
be-fortunate. if-they have nothing more 
serious than an occasional riot to deal with, 
The Servians are governed by a boy kin; 
who is 12 years old, anda Regency compose 
of M. Ristics and two generals of somewhat 
doubtful reputation. M. Ristica is the only 
Servian whohasan European reputation,and 
is no doubtavery abloman.. He wants Servia 
to follow an independent line, and to be the 
henchman neither of Russia nor Austria. 
The feport that he is coquetting with 
Ruasia and opinion on such other like mat 
ters is largely manufactured in Vienna, 
where one and all the correspondents appear 


to be in the pocket of the Austrian Foreign 
OMice, and we all know by this time what

The explanation of the mark is 
this: All British coins are supposed to be 
issued from the royal mint, aud the Jarge 
majority in circulation have actually been 
so issued. Now and again, however, the 
proasure of work at the mint becomes so 
great, and urgency being necessary, some 
coinage has to be done qutside, the firm 
eaiployed for this purposs being Messrs 
Ralph Heaton & Sons, Biemingham. The 
coins struck by them are stamped with the 
letter *H,'to distinguish them from the 
royal miat mine,”

law may not be enforced if noasible, to 
the end that the old friendly foeling 
of intercourse and interchange of labor 
shall be allowed to remain undisturbed,” 
and requesting such a reply as he might

“In reply, I respex tally invite your at 
tention to the amendment to the Alien Con- 
tract Law contained in the Deficiency Bill 
approved Oct, 19, 1888, a copy a! which is 
printed in the enclosed circular dated Nov.

PAYMASTER DAVID MAY MADE A 
BOLD DASH FOR EUROPE, 


Mo Fell Amoug Other Thicves th Moutreal— 
Heurtytd to the Police Ho Resists Arrest 
Hut tk O¥erpowered and Inited, 

MONTIEAL, June “17. Detective Arcand 
6Mthe Montreal police force made a cléver 
aPrest on Saturday afternoon. He was on 
duty at the Grand Trunk depot iu the morn: 
jog whenrtho Now York train dame in and 
hotited among the passongers a young man 
lodkiby ciglitand loft as if ho was afraid of 

ing noticd —“Arcand thonght this sus- 

ricious,so he made up bis mind to follow ve 
Kis niovements. The young man proceede 
to the Balmoral Hotel, whore ho rogistered 
as James Knox, Now York. He deposited 
his valise and received a check forit. Then 
ho wont to another hotel near the Dalhousie- 
square depot, where he registered his namo 
rv] awards, Returning to the central re 
of the city by by-streets, still followed by 
Arcand, ho went to Moss’s pawn shop, in 
Notro Dame-street, and bought a revolver. 
Then he went to the office of tho Boaver 
line and purchased a ticket for Europe. Do- 
teotlve Arcand thought ho was intending to 
commit suicide. 

The young man, whose namo is David 
May, went x on board the Lake Winnt- 
peg, where Arcand accosted him, After 
some conversation he gaye himvelf away 
and said he was a book clerk of Messrs, 
Amos Dotterer & Son, brick-makers, of 
Point Breeze, N.J., which is about 
ten miles from Philadelphia, where 
he made off with about $4000 of his omploy- 
ers’ money, which he, as papa) had 
drawn on Friday to pay the hands. He 
begged for mercy and to be allowed to go, 
in fact he offered $1000 at the central *sta- 
tion if they would let him off and say noth- 
ing. On being searched $3400 was found on 
his porson. Chief Hughes at once tolo- 
peel to the Chief of Police, Philadelphia, 
about the matter and the folllowing reply | 
was received: , 

‘Hold David par charge, bringing stolon’ 
money into the Dominion, George Dot- 
terer, his employer, from’ whom he tole 
between threeand four thousand dotters, 
will leave by first train, accompanied by 
Detective Murray, for your city’ to prose- 
cute him, Takeo charge of all money an 
effocta,”” ' 

While Detective Arcind was with May 
on board the Lake Winnipeg, Detective 
Kellert came up on the same case. It 
js stated that May, after leaving the Bal- 
moral, wentto a saloon in Griffintown, 
where he got into conversation with three 
woll known thieves, who 6 y found out 
that he was an absconder with ao large 
amount of money in his possession.

On April 1, at 12.30 A. M:; she struck ona 
coral reef otitaide Morant Cayes, ~ The night 
was very dark, it rained at intervals 
and there wasa high wind blowing’: ‘The 
current had carried tho) ship southénst of 
her course: Imimediately she struck the 
bark fell ovér on her port stde and.com- 
menced to break up, and tho stern sank in 
deep water. Two boys, John Tolfrey ‘und 
Henry Johnson, both about 16, apprentices 
from thé training ship Warspite, who were 
in the dubin,” Went dowa with the bark, and 
Henry Bence, John Olsen and William 
Vogwill woro washed off her stern and 
drowned.

| Rules to Obsctve. 

The New York State Board of Health has 
| jlasueda new cliroular on the provention of 
| diphtheria. It reads as follows: 

Diphtheria is @ preventable disease. Its 
| existence depends on condititis that can 

generally be controlled. It may appear in 
| any community, bat it should not be allowed 
| to deyelop boyond the first case or cases that 
make their appearance. “Diphtheria proba- 
bly alwaya originates from a special prison 
which dovelopesin the person alck with it. 
This special poisen is given off in the breath, 
in the discharges from the mouth, throat 
and nowe, dndin some degree in those from 
the bowels and bladder. Tho virus has the 
property of adhering tenaciously to objects 
on which it happens to alight. By reason of 
thia the sick-room, its floor, walls, furniture 
and all ite contents become infected with the 
disease, and continue to be so dat) the virus 
is destroyed by léansing and famigation. 

TT CAN BE CARRIED, 

The disease may also bo carried away by 
any article coming in contact with the sick, 
and to which theyirus clings, by the 6loth- 
ing, bedding, eating Atensils, ‘food, toys, 
and also by the pérsons and clothing of those 
in attendance upon the patient. * Another

PROPAGATION O¥ THE VIRUS, 

A final important point isthat bad sanitary 
coniitions favor the development and propa- 
gation of the diphtherjtic virus, It grows 
best in places that are damp. and foul and 
ill-ventilated ; im cellars moist by imperfect 
drainage nnd defiléd\Wy GucleAnly acoumu- 
lations in the soil about it; in damp unyen- 
tilated spaces under floors; in ceaspools, 
drains and swore, or any place. where’ there 
in dampness filth and imperfect.accéss of 
fresh air. In large cities the sewers furnish 
so favorable place for the’ growth of this 
virds when it gets into them, and its vitality 
Isso great under éuch surroundings that 
their infection may becomepermanent. No 
dimilar conditions, however, need exist in 
small localitios. 

HOW DIPHTHERIA 18 CONTRACTED. 

Diphtheria is contracted by inhalation of 
air containing the “disease ‘germs coming 
directly from the ‘sick’ or’ from articles in- 
fected by them. . It isalso communicated by 
articles passing from maowth to mouth, sdach 
as cups, spoons and toys. The articles by 
which it is communicated may have become 
infectéd weeks before, ‘and possibly atbsome 
locality quite remote. It is contracted by 
inhaling the air of sewers, cesspools, or any 
damp, foul, or ill-ventilated place in which 
the disease germs chance to have become 
planted. Childtén contract diphtheria mach 
more readily than adults, 

CAN BE GOT RID OF, 

Every locality is liable to have diphtheria 
brotight intoit: It will not continue long 
if the principal conditions on which its ex- 
istence mainly depends are retioved ; if the 
sick are strictly secluded, the disease germs 
destroyed, and jall..ynsanitary coriditions 
which favor’ their continued hye 
removed. 

ISOLATION. 

Those sick with diphtheria should be iso- 
lated from every one except necessary at- 
tendants. This should be done with mild 
cases as well as severe ones. “T'icy shiduld’be 
placed inan upper, airy room, as remote os 
possible from other livingand sleeping rooms. 
Nevidless furniture and other articles should 
be reinoved from the room. Allow the win- 
dows to be open, for the poison does not go 
far away in the atmosphore; give sunshine 
and fresh air constantly. 

KEEP EVERYTHING OUT. 

The attendants should remember that they 
carry with them the poison of the disease, 
and they must keep,entirely away from 
others, especially from children, who take 
diphtheria niost readily. No article should 
leave the room without cleansing or disin- 
Utensils used by the sick should 
be well cleansed before use by others. Food 
left by them should be destroyed. Bedand 
body clothing [should, Wefore being taken 
from the room, be placed in disinfectant No. 
2, boiling hot, is possible. Cats and dogs 
should be excluded. 

THE DISCHARGES. 

The dischargés from the mouth and nose 
must be, received on cloths that can be 
burned, or in cups that can be disinfected. 
Vessels for receiving the discharges from the 
mouth, nose, kidneys and bowels khonld con- 
tain some of the disinfectant Nos, | or 3, 
and after use shouldbe cleansed with boiling 
water, 

KEEP AWAY FROM PEOPLE. 

The patient must not mingle with the woll 
antil all traces of tho disease have left the 
throat and nose. Before leaving the sick 
room the body should be thoroughly washed, 
and fresh, uninfected clothing should be put 
on, leaving overything else behind to be dis- 
infested, Nurses must observe the same 
final pre cautions. 

GENERAL PRECAUTIONS. 

All should avoid sources of contagion. 
Woll children had better be removed entire- 
ly from the house, but should be kept under

SULFUR FUMIGATION, 

Roll sulphur, in the proportion of two 
pounds for a room ten feet sddare, fs burned 
by placing it in an iron kettle, set in a tub 
containing a little water to guard against 
fire. It may be ignited by ponring a little 
alcohol or kerouéné on it. 

CHLORINE FUMIGATION, 

Mix well, breaking up all lumps/ one part 
by measore of black oxide of manganese and 
tivo of common salt, and add ehough water 
to make of the consistency of cream. A tea- 
eupful of this mixture is to be put into a 
large earthern vessel, as a washbowl, one or 
two'of which maybe placed in seach room. 
About an equal bulk of ‘Commercial sulphurio | 
acid is to be finally poured into ¢ath vessel, 
beginning with the most remote, the person 
retiring quickly ; it in best to pour,this from 
a pitcher ; avoid inhaling the fumes by hold- 
ing a hankerchief over the face. 

DISWKFECTION OF THE PREMISES. 

The entire house should be thoroughly 
cleansed. The premises also should be 
cleared of all unsanitary conditions, and all 
drains, privy vaults and sites of tncleanly 
accumulations drenched with solution No. 1. 

DISINFECTANT SOLUTIONS. 

No. 1. Sulphate of iron (copperds), three 
pounds; warm water, one gallon; for the 
discharges. This leaves rust spots on the 
clothing. 

No, 2, Sulphate of rinc (white vitrol) four 
ounces; common salt, two ounces; water, 
one gallon ; for clothing. 


No. 3. Corrosive'sublimate, sity grains j 
water, one gallon, Caution stidald be bad 
of the dangerously poisonous cheracter of 
this'solution. It is well,'as a precaution, 
to color it by adding an equal quantity (sixty 
grains ‘to the gulldns) of 'pertiinganate of 
potash, with which, however, it stsins 
fabrics, etc. ; to wash furniture and wood- 
‘work.

KILLED BY HER HUSBAND'S KICK. 


A Now York Bill Sikes—Fifieon Yonrs of 
Craclty, 


New York, June 19.—Another instance 
of woman's long sifforing and patient en+ 
durance of the cross imposed upowher camo 
to light yesterday in the painful death of a 
named Mra, Isabelle 
Jane Galloway. If there isany truth in the 
stories of neighbors her death was tho re- 
sult of her husband's “‘Bill Sikes" form of 
brutality. For nearly 15 years Mre. Gallo- 
way had spoken of the inhuman treatment 
she received at the hands of her husband, 
As rocently as Sun ay, June 9, he went 
home intoxicated, so Mrs. ypsek had 
told the housekeeper, Mra. Leonard, and 
after quarrelling with her about some trivial 
affair kicked her in the back. A week be- 
fore this, sho wenton to tell Mrs. Leonard, 
he had stPick her with a soda water bottle. 
‘Mrs. Galloway at the time was very ill, and 
after the kicking was compelled to take to 
her bed. On the following night her -baby 
game prematurely into the world only to 


“be hurriedly buried, for it was dead. The 


housekeeper did all a kind woman could do 
for another, and Dr. Musgrove of No. 67 
Monroe-street, was in attendanco that night, 
When Dr. Musgrove visited her next. morn- 
ing she was beyond pny, physician's aid, and 
she died, despite his efforts to save her, 
shortly Letore noon. 

Dr. Musyrove informed the police of the 
woman's scrions condition at 9 o'clock, and 
they at once notified the coroner's aflice— 
three full hours before she oxpired—in 
order that an anteemortem statement might 
be obtained. Coroner Levy was too busy 
holding an inquest to go. Ho was told the 
urgency of the case, but he determined to 
let it stand over for Coroner Schultz, The 
latter did not hurry in the least to the bed- 
side of the dying woman, and as a conse- 
quence she expired before his arrival and no 
authoritative statement was obtained. Cor- 
oner Schultz thon did the only thing left for 
him todo and he ordered the husband's 
arrest. Galloway, however, could not be 
found, Itis thought that he went to Phila- 
delphia or Boston when he recognized the 
precarious condition of his martyred wife, 

Before marrying Galloway his wife, who 
eame here from Hablin, supported herself 
by teaching music, She thon resided with 
her mother, who kept a boarding house in 
Pearl-street. It was here that she met Gal- 
loway, She was, until prevented by her 
last illness, a constant attendant at the 
Mariners’ Church, where she played the 
organ, Besides two children, a« girl aged 
#oyen and a boy of five, she has but ona liv- 
ing relative, a sister, Mrs. Sarah Emerson 
of No, 156 East 105th-street, 

Mrs, Galloway, Goring her fifteen years 
df married infelicity, had eight children, six 
of which she told the housekeeper were born 
dead owing to the ill-treatment she received 
from her husband.

There was a general feeling of surprise 
last week among dealers in cheese when the 
price of that article, instead of standing 
atill or declining, actually made a slight ad- 
vance, So much stock had been bought in 
the country at 8}@8io., that it was necos- 
sary for the market to stand firm ab least, 
if money was not to be lost. That it would 
stand was the utmost hope of buyers, who 
did not dare to think it would advance. 
But early in the week a large share of the 
best stock of both central and western New 
York was engaged to arrive, and when those 
who had not taken similar precautions begau 
to look around they found that stock was 
actually scarcé, and were obliged to ad- 
vance theit bids in order to securo what 
they must have, How much of thia de- 
mand and strength is fictitious and how 
much genuine, it would be hard to de- 
termine at the prosont moment. Various 
rumors are afloat. One of these represents 
that there is a strong combination of three 
heavy shippers to sustain the price of cheese. 
Another states, with perhaps more chow of 
reason, that the wall worn custom of adlling 
June choose in advanco in the Englich mar- 
ket has again been resorted to, and (hat, as 
usual, the sellers are being forced to’ pay 
more than they want to for the stock 
Whatever may be tho cause of thisstrongth, 
producers are reaping the benofit of it, aad 
can look on with complacency. At the 
same time it is difficult to see where the 
parties who recently bought cheese at o-r- 
tain interior Canadian markets at 9@%}0, 
expect to get any profit excopt on the wrong 
side of the ledger. Such purchases muat 
lose money, and it is cortainly not for the 
interest chhalesmen to have the men who 
aro buying thoirt cheeso weakened by con: 
uinugl losses, If the purchases wore made 
for the purpose of blocking the market, the 
game is altogother too old and worn out to 
accomplish such 4 result any longer, Sules- 
mon hayo begome too wily to be entrapped 
by'a device which fooled them only oo- 
cationally when they wore younger and 
wrdéior than they are now,

New York, June 19.—Two convicts made a 
futile attempt to escape from Sing Sing shortly 
after 2 o'clock this baka f James Mont- 
vomery, aged 40, a native of Ireland, occupied 
cell No, 385, on the first gallery, and Charles 
H. Cumming, aged 86, native boro, was in No, 
B90, adjoining him. 

Cummings bad been allowed the liberty of 
the gallery by the keeper, and taking advant- 
age of this opportunity he sawed the iron 
ttanchion that fastened the door of his cell in 
such a way that be could not Fanally be detect- 
ed. This allowed him to leave his cell at 
pleasure, Between the cells the two. conyiots 
tawéd ont a co the hard granite which 
weighed 400 pounds, 

The work nies have occupied several weeks’ 
During the day their operations were 
concealed with blankets, When all was 
ready Montgomery passed out into the 
gallery, while Cummings rémained to watoh. 
Montgomery went below to the und 
floor and had half sawed throug the 
heavy iron bara covering a window when he 
was discovered by Keeper Dennis Kenon. 
The men made no resistance ‘and simply told 
the keepers that they were tired of prison life, 
The tools that the men used in their effort to 
oxcape consisted of table knives, files and a 
hammer. 

Montgomery, who is a tinsmith, was sen- 
tenced March 25,1887, to a term of three years 
for burglary in the third degree by udge 
Gildersleeve, He made a former attempt to 
escape and was caught a mile from the prison. 
Cummings was sentenced for a term 
twenty years Marob 19, 1885; for felonious 
assault. He was superintendent of the box 
factory. Montgomery will lose hia entire com- 
mutation time and Cammings three years and 
ten months. The two men were transferred 
from the first to the seeond tier of cells.

Various and 
discordant vorsjons are current. The prix 
lsoner cannot be interviewed, but the follow.

Frank Barr, a painter, aged 23, in com 
a with Pont Taylor, a brother of Thos.

Yeo- 
mans, came up abd stood staring at Barr, 
lor Dutehy,” a8 he was nicknamed, and 
ealled him by an opprobrious name. «Bart 
told him to go away, and he said 
' **T DON'T HAVE To.” 

Anne put her hand on Barr’s arm to 
restrain him from attacking Park, whe 
twent away a short distance and then ro< 
jturned, still hurling epithets av Barr, who

From the members of the County Couu- 
oil of Hastings, which is at present in ses- 
sion here, an idea of the prospects of the 
crops for the present ¢eason has been ob- 

‘tained, Taking everything into acsount 
| chere appears to be a crop approaching ripe: 
| ness which will be in excess of that of the 
_ past few years, with the exception of hay, 
which is reported light in aliquarters. The 
following report is gathered of the different 
townships : 

Sripyzy.—Fall wheat is all that could be 
| wished for ; spring wheat is also good ; bar- 

ley is good ; oats also give the appearance 

of being a good crop ; rye- not much sown, 

but very good; hay, below the average. 
| The fruit crop is also very good, eepocially 
pears, which will be in abundance. 

TyenpinaGa.—Orops looking splendid. 
Fall wheas is excellent ; in some places the 
rain has damaged it where the land is low. 

Spring wheat is good, as is also the barley 

and oat crop. Hay is reported as light and 
| below the average yield. Fruit prospects 
ere good, especially pears, 

HountTINGpDON.—Spring wheat is not quite 
as good as it might be ; fall wheat, however, 
is good ; oats, rye and peas are said to be 
an excellent crop, In fruit the prospect is 
not very bright. 

THURLOW. —Spring and fall wheat are re- 
presented as being good ; oata alao good ; 
rye extra, and barley good. Hay is 
light. The fruit crop is represented as 
beiog a little below the average, with the 
exception of pears, which aro in abun- 
dance. 

Huncerrord.—Fall wheat is looking 
good ; spring wheat not quite as good as 
| fall ; oata in some localities are good, in 
rome poor; barley very good. Hay is 
rather soarce, being partially killed by the 
frost. The fruit prospect in this township 
is reported to be very good. 

Marmorna—Spring and fall wheat, what 
there is sown,are looking splendid. Barley 
is also represented as being a good crop, 
Hay poor, being frost-bitten, Fruit light, 
not much in the township. 

Exzevir anp GromsTHorre.—Spring aod 
fall wheat will yield well. Oats also good 
Rye, what sown is fair. Barley good. Hay 
rather bolow the average, clover being killed. 
Scarcely any fruit grown ip this township. 

Mapoc TownsHie—Spring and fall wheat 
look remarkably well. Barley, peas, and 
oats will be agood crop. Rye sown only to 
a small extent, bub looking well. Not much 
fruit raised in this locality. 

Norruenrn Townsuirs,—The crop pros- 
pects for the far northern townships are rep- 
resented as follows: The grain crop is 
looking exceedingly woll, fall and spring 
wheat being good ; rye, scarcely any sown ; 
outs, looking good. Hay, however, wil! be 
light, and below the average, Lots of rain, 
which is represented as just what is noed- 
od for that section of the country.

“Was there a conspiracy?’ he was 
asked, when he repliéd that he had made 
up his mind to withhold all facts until after 
Sir John Thompson went away.

Obviously the difference in 
time between the cutting of the first and of 
tho necond wire will mark the speed of the 
bullet through 100 feet. The measurement 
of this brief spacé of time isdone by an tn- 
strument of French inyentlon called the 
Boulinge chronograph. When the first wire 
is cut an electric circuit is broken and a rod 
whioh is suspended from o magnet falls a 
short distance, touching in its descent a 
point which makes a mark on its side. Tho 
breaking of the socond wire lets drop — seo- 
ond smaller rod in the same way, By means 
of the difference'in the marks on the rods it 
is possible to estimate the difference in the 
timovof their falling, and from this the speed 
of the bullet per second. . This is a provision 
for detecting any error, and/nearly absolute 
accuracy is secured.—Philadelphia Record.

Mrs, Whiteling Suffers tho Death Penalty ag 
Philadelphia. 

PurapetraiA, Pa., dune 25.—-Mra. 
Whiteling was hanged here this morni 
for the deliberate poisoning of her husban 
and two children with arsenic, for the pur- 
pose of securing the insurance on their lives. 

The woman's bearing throughout the 

ordeal was a most remarkable exhibition of 
fortitude and resignation to her fate. Dur- 
Ing the entire morning she never for a 
moment showed the slightest evidence’of 
weakness and frequently expressed’ her 
loasure at the ** prospect of meeting her 
usband and children.” - Mrs. Whiteling 
spent her ‘last night walking about in’ her 
cell singing and praying. She ate with 
apparent relish a break consisting of 
fried ©, toast and chocolate. »She was 
then taken to another cell, where she was 
joined by her spiritual adviser, Rev. W. D. 
Sonam of the Routh Methodist Episcopal 
Charch.. Mrs. Whiteling joined in the 
devotional services-with erable spirit 
aud apparently obtained mucl comfort 
therefrom. 

Sho. was escorted to the scaffold by two 
ministers, She walked firmly and showed 
no hesitation, At 10,07 thé“trap was 
sprung. The fall was about five feet, and 
the physicians stated that death ‘was in- 
stantancous from strangulation, thogh 
the heart continued to beat spesmmodios 
for some time thereafter. o body was 
turned over,to Dr. Alice Bennett of ‘the 
Norristown Hospital for the Insane for ex- 
amination of the brain, after which thé be 
will be buried by the side of the murde 
husband and children.

Trees for Windbreaks. 

Whan the main object is to protect grain 
and other crops from storms aod cyclones 
in summer, deciduous trees are about equal 
to eyergroons, provided they are allowed to 
throw out side branchesall the way down 
to the ground, If these trees are cut for 
fuol every twenty years, such kinds sh ould 
be plan‘ed as make the best fuol or timber, 
provided short timber is wanted. The best 
timber is that of long growth, but this 
growth will diminish their usefulness as 
screens. For permanent value both in 
winter and summer evergreens afte the most 
efficient, and a aingle row of Norway spruce 
or any of the free growing pines will afford 
as much shelter as several closely planted 
rows of deciduous trees when denuded of 
foliage. It muat be borne ia mind that we 
cannot havo all the advantages of providing 
screens and reising long timber at the same 
time, but as a substitute a supply of fuel 
may be secured, and timber the length of 
fence posts, which for its kind will be of 
much value,

THE OATTLE TRADE. 


In other columns we reproduce from the 
Toronto Globe a lotter addressed to that 
journal by Alderman Geo. F. Frankland, 
who is one of the most extensive and most 
experienced of the exporters of cattle trom 
Oanada, on tho subject of American (Qana- 
dian incladed) cattle in the English market. 
Although this district is more of a dairying 
than a caftle feeding locality, yet the con- 
ditions of the agricultural industry are so 
changing, owing to increased and constant- 
ly increasing competition in the production 
of grain for export, that the time is not far 
distant when the farmers of Ontario will 
find it necessary to turn theirattention more 
particularly than they have hitherto done, 
to stock raising and horse breeding for the 
English market. In this belief, we present 
thelletter of Ald. Frankland for thefr con: 
sideration. —_ 

That Mr. Frankland’s advice is good and 
well-founded we know. The cattle prefer- 
red by English butchersare heifers and steors 
of two.or three years old which will dress 
from 650 to 60 stones’ weight, that is from 
700 to'§40 lbs.) tho reason being that their 
flesh is more tender arid juicy than that of 
older cattle. Hence the necessity for pro- 
ducing in Canada animals which will ma- 
er tt hhd that this can bé done has 

, da is pointed out, demonstrated. 

One mmportant fact which Mr, Frankland 
statesfurnishesa powerful argument against 
free trade with our neighbors, namely that 
Canadian cattle command in the English 
market ftom one cent to one and a half 
cents per pound more than those imported 
from the United States, despite a notice- 
able inferiority in their appearance. Tho 
reason is that Canadian cattle have freo ac- 
Coss to the British markets, whilst those 
from the United States must be slaughter. 
bdatithe point of debarkation. This means, 
under present circumstances, an advantage 
to the Canadian farmer ovor his American 
rival in the English market of almost’ $18 
on an animal of 1400 lbs. weight. With 
such improvemént in tho quality of Oana- 
dian cattle as Mr. Frankland urges, the 
advantage to our farmors would be consid- 
erably increased, and the demand would be 
#0 enlarged as to afford a paying investmont 


to our agriculturists.

THE CATTLE TRADE. 
Amorioan Cattio at Liverpool 


A Plato Talk With Canadian Breedors and 
Foeoders. 


To rue Eprron:—I would like to speak 
to the thousands of breeders and feeders of 
cattle in the Province of Ontario who read 
the Globe, as to the necessity of carofully 
atu lying the growing of cattle. 

For some weeks I havo carefully oxamin 
ed the groat arrivals of American cattle in 
L' yorpool, or more correctly spoaking, Birk 
enhoad, the Cheater side of the Mersey; also 
in Deptford, on the Thames, London—and 
they have come in thousands, and they have 
rnold at from 44 to 6 pence per pound in the 
carcase, while the hido, tallow, and offal, 
such as blood, head, heart, tongue and liver, 
foot and other articles, thrown away in Can- 
ada, realise about £2 10s, stg, per animal, 

Lam told by those interested that not 
withstanding this low price in England,and 
comparative higher froight by sea, thoy have 
held their own, because they haye been 

surchased at such low prices in Chicago, 
Buffalo and Boston. Think of it,Canadian 
farmors! Good bullocks from two to four 
years old, weighing from 1,300 co 1,550 Ibs, 
average, at from $3.85 to $4.26 per hundred 
live weight, while at the same time our 
Canadian shipping cattle are being bought 
from $4.50 to $5 por hundred, and, I am 
sorry to say it, they (the Canadians) are not 
so good asample. Yet from the beginning 
of May to the end of August, Canadians, by 
their clean bill of health and the inestimablo 

riviloge they eajoy of free access alive into 
British markets, realise from one-half penny 
to three farthings per pound more than the 
grand Americau beeves ; and, further, Can- 
adian farmers should understand that Am- 
erican markets will retain the quotations I 
have given you. And here I should state 
that bulls have sold correspondingly low, 
from $2 to $3 per huadred. 

The question will be asked; How do 
they sake it pay? My answer is: They 
are widely adopting the system urged by 
Prof. Brown when he had the management 
of the Government Agricultural Farm at 
Guelph, that is, carly maturity—yes, carly 
maturity. The fact has been demonstrated 
so plainly in many parts of America that 
they can build up a two-year-old steer to 
weigh 1,360 pounds, living weight, and 
when slaughtered produces or turns out 734 
pounds of beef, the very weights sought 
after in every part of Great Britain, and 
not only wanted in preference to larger car- 
cases, but sells at a slight advance. 

I have particularly remarked these facts 
in open markets such as Liverpool, London, 
Manchester, Leeds, Wakefield, Sheflield, 
Birmingham and Derby, also in the Ameri- 
can beef shambles or abattoirs when first- 
class meat purveyors were selecting 20 or 
30 carcases, they generally marked’ right 
well developed carcases full of flesh that 
weighed from 690 to 740 pounds. 

Then L ask, and if my communication be 
valuable, this is the pith of my letter: Why 
should our breeders and feeders of Ontario 
keep their animals one and two years longer 
than necessary, if by care and attention 
they can save 12 and 20 months’ feed ? 

Calves when born should never be permit- 
ted to Jose their calf flesh. They should im 
prove onward if it is desirable to work ona 
profitable basis, and considering the domes 
tic nature of our farming and the valuable 
blood and breeds we have in Canada, why 
should we uot be able tp rank firat in) this 
groat trade and make it profitable? 

Bulls, oxen and.old cattle areata dis 
count here, and the trade for such animals 
will continually get, worse, 

Canada has yot yet done her best. But 
[ trust, Mr, Editor, thab the influence of 
the Globe, which all intelligent farmers read 
and moditate upov, will cause the great 
question of early maturity to bo discussed 
aud studied, so that the wailing cry we so 
often hear, “There is no money feeding 
cattle,” will cease, and that four dollars and 
fifty conts perhundred live weight can be 
proved to be a paying investment 

Ontario and her lands, together with her 
live stock, stand pre eminently high in Eng 
land. And 1 should like some day to buy 
a cargo of grade ateers, two year-olds, say 
500 head, at the price mentioned, and give 
the results to our farmers through the coi 
umns of the Globe.

the Queen City's waterfront cannot he over- 
oatimated,and although. the subject lias been 
before the public in ene shape or another 


for several yoars, yot certain things are now 
coming to light which amply boar out these 
statoments The ontrance of the big rail- 
way from the east down the wost bank of 
the Don River over the very expensive im- 
provemeb}s whiloh the city is now making — 
this ie but a’ mmmor co sideration when 
put beside the control of the immense 
water-front paradise of the prosperous 
Queow City of the West. The Railway Com- 
mitteo itself seemed to be fullyaware of this 
fact to-day and Sic John Macdonald and 
his colleagues will no doubt give the matter 
“tholr most serious consideration’ before 
they*permit any act of spoll stlon or usurpa- 
tion on the part of the railway | 

Stripped of their téchnical language the 
two points are these ; (1) Will the Canadian 
Pacifico Railway have the exclusive right of 
eoming down tho weat bank of the Don? 
and (2) Will they be allowed to 
fill in about 28 acres of water lota on 
the now Windmill lineand retain the same 
for tholr own exclusive and private benefit | 
without paying tho city a rentalorany com: | 

enaation—that is, will the company be 

anded over the foo simple of these 28, | 
acres, the city to have no say whatever in | 
the matter? These are the two points in 
the dispute. 

After a great deal had been said all | 
round Sir John Macdonald announced these | 
dovisions ; 

As to the exclusive entrance down the 
west bank of the Don thoy would get a re- 
port from one of the Government en lnecrs, 
who would confer with the Canadian Pacific, 
the Grand Trank and the city engineers. 
They would sec just how the land lay and 
whother it would be judicious to give the 
Canadian Pacific an exclusive strip of its 
own and also set apart another strip for 
othor roads who in the future might come in 
that way.

This 
mode of ¢xccution was only an experiment, 
to be handled by inexperiencedand incompe- 
tent men: The State, he said, cannot ex-

Mr. Gockran closed by offering to’prove 
that the punishment was oruel and unusual, 
and thitt iteould not be lawfully inflicted.

CROP PROSPECTS. 


Decidedly Above the Ayerngo—Wheat, Oats 
and Kye Far Bettor Than Usual. 
Orrawa, June 26.—Crop reports from 
sixty district correspondents in Ontario 
show reason for gratification at the pros- 
pects. All speak of the excess of rain doing 
much damage an the lowlanda, but in spite 


of this the crops are, on the whole, 
nearl everywhere pronounced de- 
cidedly. above the ayerage.

The Defence of the Missionary, 

The Rey. Dr, T. T. Munger, of New Ha 
ven, has written in the June Forum a de- 
fonce of missions against the very common 
unitarian argument that the missionary's 
task is an impossible ons, Dr. Munger 
maintaina that the number of converts 
and churches bears but the slightest re 
lation to tho success of a missionary. 
‘He goes to a nation with a Bible in 
one hand and a catechism in the other 

a simple and pathetic figure, but the 
catechiam is forgotten and the Bible has 
grown ipto a charter of freedom and true 
national life,” The great power of the mis- 
sionary lies in the fact that the growth of 
civilization: has not been “through the 
spread of the arts but of ideas, and the 
chief agents have been living men with 
empty hands but bolieving hearts. At 
the sources of the civilization of overy na- 
tion in Europe lie the names of individual 
men who were unversed in a kuow- 
ledgo of the arts of theie day, but carried 
only the seed wheat of spiritual fact and 
moral idear,”” The task of the missionary to 
the East isto start thoso nations aga'n on 
that oareer of endless progress which is the 
prerogative of man, and which differenti. 
atos the lower crpation ; and this he thinks 
can be done by the Christian missionary 
better than through any other agency. One 
missionary will do moro to ptart the Jiving 
current of civilization than all the delega- 
tions, simply because he begins farther back 
in his teaching and awakens conscience and 
the sense of selfhood, and of the dignity of 
human nature. The life of nations, as of 
man, is from within outward,”

A Large Stone Building to he Moved, 
(Chicago Letter to Sanitary News ) 

A big contract has just been undertaken 
bya firm in this city. To build the viaduct 
over the railroad track at Twelfth strect, it 
became necessary to widen the street brgin- 
ning at State street, Abt the southeast cor- 
‘ner of Twelfth and State streets stands a 

four-story stone building, with a frontage 
of 116 feet on State street. This building 
will be moved: fifty feet south of ite pres- 
ent location, and a threg-story’ building, 
58x59 feet on ‘Twelfth street, will be 
moved seventy eight fect west and rey- 
enty-four feet south. A barn, two stories 
high, 63x113 feet, also facing on Twelfth 
stredt, will be moved 250 feet south of-its 
present location, It is seldom that such a 
large building as the first is moved, but the 
contractors have no fears that it will not be 
satisfactorily accomplished, Tho proporty 
is owned by the Atchison, Topeka & Santa

AN IMPORTANT PROPOSITION FROM MR, S. J. 
RITCHIE, 


In the Toronto press there has been pub- 
lished an important letter from Mr, S. J. 
Ritchie, of Akron, Ohio, President of the 
Central Ontario Railway, on the subject of 

rs railway extension,andironandooppermining 
and smblting, which enterprises are of mych 
importance to the people of this district. 
Mr. Ritchie's lotter, which is an appeal to 
the people to aid him in his applications to 
*# the Governments of the’ Dominion and of 
© the-Province of Ontario, is of great length, 
* but its importance is so groat that we here- 
‘ with present it in full, premising that we 
trust that the Governments of Canada and 
of Ontario will deal with the matter in as 
liberal a spirit as poasible, taking into ac- 
count the varied interests committed to 
thoir charge. 


* - To THs Eprrox,— For the first time during my 
ceopasere in Canads, which commenced in 
1851, I venture to say a few words through the 
medium of the public press in the interest of the 
several enterprises with which I had something 
to do in be epee and to deal somewhat freely 
with the public po Icy, which must now deter. 


mine their success or failure. 
«All enterprises in Canada, when they reach 
sufficient magnitude and importance to pass 


~ from sn individual toa corporate existence, are 
brought in so close tuuch with the existing Gov- 
ernment that their life or death is well nigh in 
jeea bends of the leading spirit of that Govern- 
im 
* Fortunately or unfortunately, the ones with 
which I pow have to deal are not only special 
so situated, but absolutely so dependent. Wi 
the Government rests the responsibility of see- 
Br 9 ed they shall grow and flourish, or 
whether they shall wither and dis, and their ac- 
foe, being free and untrawmelled by any legal 
disstility, must be taken as their deliberate 
choice and wish in the matter ; and as the exist 
ence of your Government is supposed to depend 
upon Saeeae ine flecting the policy and wishes of 
the people which creates it, its verdict must also 
be accepted as tho verdict of at least a majority 
of all your people. 
With so much-by way of preface let me pro- 
ed to state my cave; and for the purpose of 
this letter it is scarcely worth while to refer very 
Tully to the period of my acquaintance with your 
gountry, embraced between the years 188] and 
1883, further than to asy thot during this time 
the Central Ontario Railway was built to « pon 
up and develop what was said to be 
A GREAT IRON FIELD, 
with tho object at that time ot mining and ship- 
ping the ores to the United States to be emele 
ed, It was soon found that the physica: consti 
pfution of these ores waa such that it made them 
not only unvJesiratle but unsaleable to furasce 
men here. They contained too large a peroant 
age of sulphur, and their exceeding hardness aad 
closeness of texture rendered it impossible to ex- 
pel the sulphue by the heating or romting pro 
cess from any portion of them, except a thin 
coating on the outer surface, To nearly every 
furnace in the States of New York, Pennsylva 
Sod Ohio did I appty for a remedy, or for 
some method of successfully dealing with these 
ores, but all to no purpose, Doring all this 
time, a period of some three years, the working 
of these ores was abandoned and their sale dis 
continued: At last I applied to that universal 
pois, Mr, Thomas A. Edisoy, who had 
m experimenting with other kinds of 
ores,” and, after several pionths’ almost 
eontinuons labor, he finally mastered the ques 
tion of being able to successfully separate the 
rocky matter from the iron, producing an ore 
containing 67 Nes cent. or 68 per cont. metallic 
iron, instead of from 50 per cent, to 55 per cant.

In order to do this the ores wore 
crushed fine so as to pass through a tenmesh 
sieve, and in this state the sulphur is readily ox 
pelled in from fifteen to thirty minutes, when 
oxposed to the as flame from the furnace stack, 
After three yearn’ persistent and unsuccessful 
effort solely at my individual exponse, this wax

tral Ofttario Railroad’ I went to the Dominion

industries of this kind in Canada, and the peo- 
ple have not had an opportunity to become 
fami'tar with their importance, [ will place 
them in contrast with the one great enterprise 
with #hich overy man in Canada 1s reasonably 
familiar, Tho last annual report of the Oana- 
dian Pacifico Railway, made to the shareholders 
on the 8th day of May, 1889, is now before me, 
From this report it appears that this great sys- 
tem, including main fine, leased lines, branches 
and equipments, has cost the sum of $215,004, 825, 
This sam covers 5,075 miles, being every mile of 
the Company's entire system. Taking Presi- 
dent Van Horne’s value of the Company's lands, 
aceording to the sales of last year, and I under- 
stand they are much higher this year, the Gov, 
ernment has thus far contributed to that grat 
enterprise the mogoificent sum of $127,765, 155. 
To this sum, however, must be added all the 
bonuses given by the Government in aid of all 
the lines now owned or controlled by this Com- 
pany outaide of the main line between Montréal 
and Vancouver, which is 2,906 miles in length. 
There would enormou ly swell the above figures, 

This same report showed that the gross eern- 
ings of this great system for the year 188 were 
$13,195,535 60, The working expenses of the 
“system for the same time are set down as being 
$9,324,760 68, the balance between that sum and 
the gross earnings being almost wholly paid out 
on interest and dividend account This sum 
goes almost entirely to the foreign holders of the 
securities, Of the $9,324,760 68, which are given 
as working expenses, a very large suin must also 
go out of the country for coal, rolling stock, ma- 
ter_al of one kind and another, and to adjust 
differences between freight received and freight 
forwarded between the Company and its foreign 
connections. The report does not give this da'a, 
but it would probably be lib-ral to say that $7,- 
00),000 would fully cover the actual amount of 
the annual disbursements of this Company ia 
Canada I do not ‘need to repeat the figures 
representing the sum which the people of Canada 
have donated to secure this annual outlay, and'I 
have no other object in referring at all to them 
than for the sake of comparing the relative sid 
granted to this Company b the people of Oan- 
ada, and the resulta derived from the country's 
investment by the country, with the aid rae 
by the companies in whose interests I am now 
writing, and the least daily and annual dis- 
burséments which it would be necessary to make 
in order to carry thom on. That what I am 
aboct to state may not appear extravagant to 
those who have not had an opportunity to be- 
come familiar with the expense counected with 
running enterprises of this kind, I will only 
say that I can name many iron and steel manu- 
facturing concerns whose annual pay roll far ex- 
ceeds the whole amount of the annual disburse- 
ments ot the Canadian Pacific Railway in Can- 
ads. ltis vory difficult to impress th se facts 
upon people under whose observation they have 
never come, but they are facts nevertheless, To 
recapitulate, then :

As thera is 
virtually no mining machinery now being itn- 
ported into Canada, and little or no coke for 
sme] ing purposes, ‘eayo what is being brought 
in by the Cenadian Copper Conipany, the ad: 
mirsion of these articles free would be no tax 
upon the revenue of the Government. The whole 
tax upon the Goveroment then would be the 
moun’ of sid granted to the extension of the 
railway, which, all told, would only reach about 
a million of dollars, It ia absolntely necessary 
that the line be extended in ordor to reach the 
proper ores to ruo a blast foroace What then 
do these companies propose to do if the Govern- 
ment grants what they ask for ? They propose 
firat to proceed at once to the building of the 
extension of the road from Coe dill to Sudbnry, 
and to the erection of such a blast furnace an 
above described, 

The Oopper Company proposes to at onca ex- 
tend ita plant no as to have a capacity for treat- 
ing ten or fifteen hundred tons of ore por day. 
and also to erect its own refining works, so that 
all the matter produced by the «melters can ba 
refined in Canada, instead of being sent to Eng. 
land for treatment. At the lowest price charged 
at any plece 'n England, the coat of mining and 
treating this quantity of stich ores as are mined 
at cudoury would be much more than twenty 
thousand dollars perday. The cost, as 1 have 
before said, of running wench an iron furnace as 
spoken of, would be at lonat thirty-five hundred 
dollars per day, and there would bo atill in addi 
tion whatever would o mo from the operation 
of at least three hundred and twonoty-five miles 
ot railway, outside of what it earned from snp 
plying this one farmace. So much importance 

is attactied to enterprises of thia kind on this 
side of the line, that the Canadian Copper Com.

LAKE INSURANCE. 


Alondon Company Getting the Cream of 
the Basiness. 

Cmicavo, Jane 27.—When the general 
agents of the marine insurance companies 
doing business on the proat lakes last spring 
agreed upon a tariff of rates for the season 
and pledged themselves to abide by the form 
of policy then in common use, it seemed 
that vesselmen had but two courses to fol- 
low, either to accept the insurance, com- 
panies’ condition or let their floating pro- 


perty go ‘uninsured. The insurance 
men looked for a season of good 
remiums and large net profits. A 
levcland vessel owner objected to 
paying 34 per cent. on first-class steel 
steamers, He thought he could do better 


and went to an English com 
for rates. He was given 24 per cont. if 
$3,000,000 insurance could be placed in a 
lump. The policy offered, with its highly 
favorable conditions, made the regulative 
Jake policy look like no insurance at all, 
The Cleveland man Iaid his plans before 
other owners and the $3,000, limit was 
quickly reached and has been added to 
until the total Inke insurance now placed 
through the London company is $5,000,000. 
That $5,000,000 is the oream of the lake ins 
surance business, and the lake companies 
are wondering what they are gding to do 
next year to meet the English invasion. 
It is estimated that of the $45,000,000 of 
floating property rated in the Inland Lloyds 
not over $25,000,000 carries insurance, It 
is not likely a fifth of this business will be 
permanently lost without an effort to ro- 
gain it. That offort must be either a reduo- 
tion in rates or a radical change in lake 
policies. 


WAS HE SHOT:IN COLD BLOOD? 


A Heport That Jobu Hoch Was Killed by 
United States Army Officers, 


Buack Freer AGenoy, Pircan, Mon., 
June 28. — According to news brought 
here yesterday, John Hoch, & squaw man 
and’ a notorious thief, was discovered 
on Sunday last hiding in the quarters of 
one of the officers of the Twenty-fifth In- 
fantry. The thief made no attempt to oa pe 
his presence, but grappled with the cor 
who had found him there and used his 
bowie knifo, severely udprard him. Hoch 
was finally subdued and was thrown into an 
outhouse. The report of the capture soon 
spread through the post and subsequently 
Hoch was deliberately killed by his en- 
raged captors. E 

It is impossible to learn the names of tho 
men who did tho killing, but the courier 
who brought the news hore says it was dons 
by officers, and that no arrests bave beeh 
wade, The edict has beon promulgated, he 
says, that all thieves captored at Fort Shaw 
sliall be surnmarily shot. ‘There are four 
companies of the T'wenty-fifth Infantry, B, 
C, F and E, at Fott Shaw. Lieut.-Col. J, 
J. Van Horn is commander of the post 
Gen. Ruger, corpmander of the Department 
of Wakots, has been notified of the affair.
